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POLICE REFUTE 
RACISM CLAIMS

POLICE have reacted angrily 
to claims by a black detective 
that there is “widespread” 
racism in the Kent force - 
which has won awards for its 
anti-discrimination work. 

Det Sgt Wendell Henry, who works at 
Canterbury police station, made the 
allegations during a live appearance on 
BBC South East Today 

But figures released to Kent on Sunday 
show there were just six allegations of 
racism made against Kent Police by the 
public from April, 2007, to March, 2008. 

And that figure had fallen by half from 
the previous year, when 12 complaints 
were made. 

None of the claims made against offi¬ 
cers resulted in a misconduct hearing. 
There are currently three active cases. 

The county’s force has 3,759 police offi¬ 
cers, 362 PCSOs and 2,664 police staff. 
They are led by Britain’s only black chief 
constable, Mike Fuller. 

DS Henry told KoS he was standing by 
his remarks, and would not be forced out 
of the police. 

He said: “Prejudice, not only race prej¬ 
udice, but all kinds of prejudice is run¬ 
ning rife. I didn’t join the police to be 
part of an organisation that encourages 
things like that, so I won’t be part of it. 

“I am not going to leave the police force

- if I did they would just continue with it. 
I’ll stick right here. If they think they 
have a problem with me, than that’s fine.” 

When KoS put to him the Kent police 
figures for the number of official race com¬ 
plaints, he said: “People are refusing to 
make complaints because every time they 
make a complaint, nothing happens.” 

He said those stopped and harassed by 
police don’t see the point in complaining. 

DS Henry said: “I hear those people 
because I go out in the communities per¬ 
sonally and I can tell you, in my experi¬ 
ences, the complaints are numerous. 

“They refuse to come forward.” 


DS Henry was speaking after black 
man Alioune Haynes, from Gillingham, 
who has given diversity training sessions 
to police officers, was strip searched. 

Mr Haynes made an official complaint 
after the incident in March, 2006, and 
claimed he was only stripped because of 
his colour. 

DS Henry is a member of the National 
Black Police Association, and a former 
chairman of the Kent Minority Ethnic 
Police Association. 

When DS Henry was asked on BBC TV 
how rife racism in Kent Police was, he

Jam-busting M20 
plan for driving 
on hard shoulder 


Idea is part of £6bn national roads package

DRIVERS could be allowed to use 
the hard shoulder of the M20 in a 
bid to tackle traffic jams. 

The Government is considering what is 
called ‘hard-shoulder running’ to help com¬ 
muters hit by regular motorway hold-ups. 

Transport Secretary Ruth Kelly said the 
scheme is contained in a £6 billion package of 
improvements around the UK. 

The hard shoulder is set to be used on the 
M20 between junctions 3 and 5, near 
Maidstone, plus on the M25, between junc¬ 
tions 5 and 7, running from Kent into Surrey. 

Mrs Kelly said the schemes could be operat¬ 
ing before 2014. Following the advanced 
motorway signalling and traffic management 
feasibility study published in March, the 
Transport Department and the Highways 


Agency has announced a programme to 
investigate in detail deploying the hard 
shoulder more widely. 

This work is looking at the costs and bene¬ 
fits of replacing planned motorway widening 
schemes with hard-shoulder running. 

This work is due to be complete by the end 
of this year. One of the main issues surround¬ 
ing driving on the hard shoulder is safety. 

A Highways Agency official said: “The hard 
shoulder would only be used in busy times, 
have a reduced speed limit, very high visibil¬ 
ity warning signs, and there will be refuges 
for broken-down vehicles every 800 yards.” 

Kent County Council’s lead member for 
highways, Cllr Roger Manning, said: “The 
proposed M20 improvements will make a dif¬ 
ference to congestion in the county. 

“With more cars on the motorway there will 
be less pressure on smaller local roads.” 

Geoff Dossetter, of the Freight Transport 
Association, based in Tunbridge Wells, broad¬ 
ly welcomed the news. 

He said: “The M42 experiment [in the 


Midlands] appears to be a success. 

“Using the hard shoulder expands the use- 
able space, cuts down on accidents and 
relieves congestion. 

“The M20 is in dire need of improvements 
and widening. More and more lorries are 
using it and anything that cuts congestion 
must be a good thing.” 

But he is not happy with the general level 
of central government investment in the 
roads network. 

He said: “The Government takes about £44 
billion in taxes a year but only spends £7bn 
on the roads, which is simply not enough. 

“The construction industry is in the dol¬ 
drums and we need more roads built, so it 
seems a simple solution to two major prob¬ 
lems facing the country.” 

The Government also wants to widen the 
M25 between junctions lb and 3 in the 
Dartford area.

said: “Well, I think it’s widespread 
in the force because the commu¬ 
nity is a reflection of who police 
officers are taken from. 

“And we can’t say that Kent 
doesn’t have any racists. The 
police force hires from those 
communities so we must have 
racists in our midst.” 

But Deputy Chief Constable 
Adrian Leppard told KoS: “Kent 
Police does not tolerate racism. 
Any allegation of racism, in the 
community or in this force, will 
always be investigated thoroughly. 

“If any evidence is found then 
swift action will follow. 

“Stop and search powers are 
useful in day-to-day policing, but 
it is expected they are applied in 


as fair, appropriate and courte¬ 
ous a manner as possible. 

“Kent Police upholds high stan¬ 
dards and ethics and is committed 
to fairness, equality and diversity 
in every area of its work.” 

Kent Police is one of only two 
police services in the country to 
have achieved ‘excellent’ status 
for race and diversity during 
assessments by Her Majesty’s 
Inspectorate of Constabulary. 

Dangerous 

In 2006, Kent Police was 
presented with a Diversity 
Award by the National Black 
Police Association - the only 
police service in the country to 
receive such an award. 

Mr Leppard said Kent Police 


have also organised two hate 
crime telephone reporting lines 
and on Thursday it is holding a 
diversity conference, Beyond the 
Rhetoric, in Ashford. 

The event is for chief police 
officers, police authority 
chairs, partner agencies, the 
Home Office and the National 
Policing Improvement Agency 
and will look at the “sound 
reasons” for embracing equality 
and diversity. 

And Ian Pointon, chairman of 
the Kent Police Federation, called 
the allegation of widespread 
racism “dangerous, insulting and 
evidentially baseless”. 

He said the claim has caused 
anger and disgust amongst rank- 
and-file officers. 


Mr Pointon said: “There is 
absolutely no evidence to support 
his allegation and his description 
of Kent Police is one I simply do 
not recognise.” 

He added: “If his allegation stood 
any scrutiny then I would have 
expected him to approach the 
Police Federation or chief officers. 

“At no time has he ever come 
forward to me with evidence of 
widespread racism. 

“Tackling prejudice and racism, 
wherever it surfaces is hugely 
important, but I fear that some 
will seek to use this unfounded 
allegation to undermine policing 
in Kent. 

“As a consequence I suspect 
that police officers’ jobs will be 
made more difficult today.” 
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To chav or chav not, that is the think tank’s question 


A LEFT-WING group want the word 
‘chav’ eradicated from the English 
language. 

The Fabian Society said the term 
is insulting to white working-class 
people. 

The word, in its current form to 
describe a young-Burberry-clad 
yob, originally started in Chatham. 

In the 60s and 70s is merely 
meant ‘a man’ and, before that, it 
was the Romany word for child. 

But in the late 90s and into the 
new millennium, it changed again 
largely thanks to a sudden prolifer¬ 
ation of websites, which reputedly 


started with one called chavscum, 
which has become www.chavtowns. 

Now the Fabian Society, which 
calls itself Britain’s oldest think- 
tank on political ideas, wants it 
binned for good. 

They say it betrays a “deep and 
revealing level of class hatred”. 

The group says the stereotype 
description, applied to members of 
the white working class, is offensive 
to a group that cannot defend itself. 

Tom Hampson, editorial director 
of the Fabian Society, said the term 
should become unacceptable to 
anyone who believes they are “pro¬ 


gressive” in their politics. 

He added: “You cannot consider 
yourself of the left and use the 
word. It is sneering and patronis¬ 
ing and, perhaps most dangerous, 
it is distancing, turning the ‘chav’ 
into the kind of feral beast that 
exists only in tabloid headlines. 

“This is middle-class hatred of 
the white working class - pure and 
simple.” 

Mr Hampson, writing in the 
quarterly Fabian Review, argues 
the word is “way above” the thresh¬ 
old of acceptability, especially when 
used “in normal middle-class con¬ 


versation or on national TV”. 

Initially a term of abuse, it has 
become more insidious because of 
its far wider usage, he said. 

On the chavtowns site, one local 
decries Hoo adding, complete with 
slang spellings: “Its full of pikeys 
and wannabee gangs... not even 
real gangs... especially one called 
the Tioo boiz’ who do less criminal 
activity than my nan... anywhoo... 
the whole population are pikeys, 
they have no money, don’t work and 
scrounge off the Government... so 
generally all nice people... 

“Along with Strood, Chatham 


and Gillingham, Hoo is becoming 
one of the anuses of Medway.” 

A poll on the site for the chaviest 
town in England this year showed 
five of the top 12 are in Kent; 
Dartford, Gravesend, Bromley, 
Chatham, and Sheemess. 

Michael Gorman from the 
Queen’s English Society defended 
the word. 

He said: “It is not more offensive 
that the term yob or layabout. It 
does not invoke class hatred.” 

It is closely related is the Geordie 
word ‘charver’ while the Scottish 
tend to use ‘ned’. 


‘Flattered’ Jan’s 
red tape role 

A FORMER Kent police detective has 
been asked by the Home Secretary to 
come up with ways to cut red tape in the 
force. 

Jan Berry, who was head of the Police 
Federation until she retired in May, had 
previously called for Jacqui Smith to 
resign, claiming she had “betrayed” the 
police. 

But now Mrs Smith has asked Mrs 
Berry for ideas to reduce bureaucracy in 
the police. 

Mrs Berry said: “I was both surprised 
and flattered to be invited to undertake 
this important new role which, after 
careful consideration, I am pleased to 
accept. 

“I do not underestimate the challenge 
this presents and will not hesitate in 
drawing attention to unnecessary 
record-keeping or demands on police, 
wherever they may come from.” 

Shamed by the 
licence dodgers 

CHATHAM is at the top of the Kent 
licence-dodgers’ league of shame, accord¬ 
ing to figures released by TV Licensing. 

More than 400 people were caught 
watching TV without a licence in 
Chatham during the first six months of 
2008 - meaning the Medway town holds 
on to its dodgers’ crown. 

Following Chatham in the top five were 
Margate, Gillingham, Sittingboume and 
Ramsgate. Anyone caught watching TV 
without a licence risks prosecution and a 
fine of up to £1,000. 

Joanna Pearce of TV Licensing, said: 
“No town wants to appear in TV 
Licensing’s league of shame. 

“Buying a TV licence is simple and can 
be done in minutes online, so there’s no 
excuse for licence-dodgers in Chatham 
letting the side down.” 

Princess opens 
up Windchimes 

PRINCESS Anne has opened a resource 
centre in Herne Bay for disabled 
children. 

Windchimes is a partnership between 
Kent County Council, Eastern and 
Coastal Kent Primary Care Trust and 
the Children’s Society. 

The centre has been designed to meet 
the needs of children with a broad range 
of disabilities. 

It has a spa pool, sensory room, soft 
play room, computer room and a multi¬ 
purpose hall with an adapted kitchen for 
use by the children. 

There is a six-bedroom house, called 
the Beach Hut, where children with the 
most complex needs can stay for up to 
three nights to give their families a 
break. 

The Princess Royal also visited 
Canterbury Prison to mark the 200th 
anniversary of the city’s ‘House of 
Correction’. 


Redford joins fight 
against Kingsnorth 


SCREEN icon Robert Redford has 
thrown his weight behind the anti¬ 
coal power at Kingsnorth campaign. 

The veteran actor and Oscar-winning direc¬ 
tor released a statement through the World 
Development Movement pressure group 
calling for E.ON’s application to run fossil-fuel 
units at the Hoo peninsula plant to be binned 
by Prime Minister Gordon Brown. 

The statement was read at the WDM’s ‘Kent, 
coal and climate change’ evening at Fort 
Amherst in Chatham on Thursday evening - 
just weeks ahead of the planned Camp for 
Climate Action protest, expected to be attend¬ 
ed by more than 2,000 eco-activists. 

The letter read: “To those gathered this 
evening around the proposed coal-fire power 
plant in your community of Kent, I congratu¬ 
late all of you for coming together to learn 
more and to do more. 

“Coal power plants are bad for public health; 
they are bad for the environment close by in 
proximity as well as much farther away as 
pollution is taken by wind and water; they con¬ 
tribute greatly to climate impacts in a highly 
negative manner; and thus are ultimately very 
bad for the local and larger economies. 

“It is ultimately a bad investment on all lev¬ 
els. There are sensible alternatives involving 
conservation and sustainable sources of ener¬ 
gy, which have none of coal’s negative impacts. 

“And we’re seeing new jobs associated with 
sustainable energy sources, created in the new 
green economy. 

“These are the reasons I feel that it is impor¬ 
tant to continue to fight against a proliferation 
of coal-fire power plants wherever possible.” 

The statement was read before a screening 
of the film Fighting Goliath: The Texas Coal 
Wars, narrated by Mr Redford. 

The film follows city mayors, lawyers, envi¬ 
ronmentalists, ranchers, and CEOs in Texas 
who came together to fight the construction of 
coal-fired power stations in the state. 

Mr Redford said: “The heart of this fi lm is 
really about issues of health, future generations 
and the value of our own land and resources. 

“The film was made to support the story of 
the Texas coalition and their struggle against 
a giant power company. It is our way of giving 
other states and communities a model for 
what can happen when people take personal 
responsibility and get results. 

“We want to let people know that they don’t 
have to give up hope. What happens in my 
community affects your community and what 
happens in yours, affects mine. 

“It is with that in mind that I thank you for 
caring and learning, and asking tough ques¬ 
tions and for raising your voices for the kind of 
community and future you will be proud to 
bestow on generations to come.” 

WDM representatives will join fellow eco- 
campaigners at next month’s week-long Camp 
for Climate Action demonstration.

E.ON’s head of business resilience, Graham 
Clarke, welcomed the ruling, saying: “Our prime 
concern is the safety of everybody at Kingsnorth 
power station, including anyone who tries to 
enter the site and interfere with operations.” 

The Camp for Climate Action runs from 
Sunday to Monday 11, August 3-11.

Priest-in-charge the Rev Richard 
Love said: “They are always 
thought-provoking and challeng¬ 
ing - no-one says you are to agree 
or disagree. Ignorance is the worst 
sin.” 

Soccer hub site 

THE preferred site for 
Canterbury’s long-awaited football 
hub has been announced. 

Ridlands Farm, near Kent and 
Canterbury Hospital in the south¬ 
ern part of the city, was named by 
the council as the best site for the 
planned hub. 

The development will provide a 
long-term home for Canterbury 
City FC as well as five-a-side pitch¬ 
es, an artificial pitch, grass pitches 
and a clubhouse featuring a gym. 

Canterbury City FC will be 
organising a consultation event 
where people can find out about 
the plans and discuss any issues 
they may have with the project. 


Drug crime 
leap ‘a sign 
of success’

DRUG crime is up more than 18 
per cent in Kent compared with 
last year, according to the latest 
figures. 

Kent Police said the total of 3,524 recorded 
offences - up 548 on 2007 - was because of 
officers’ success in destroying supply 
networks. 

But a charity that helps drug addicts and 
alcoholics said it was concerned with the rise. 

Overall crime in the county has dropped 
10.3 per cent, with 15,133 fewer offences 
between April, 2007, and March, 2008, com¬ 
pared with the previous year, according to 
the Home Office figures. 

Kent officers made 50,978 arrests - down 
from 51,984. Assistant Chief Constable Gary 
Beautridge said: “These figures are good 
news and make us more determined to 
improve our performance even further.” 

Offences dealt with by charge, caution, 
penalty notice or formal warning increased 
to 27.5 per cent - a rise of 2.8 per cent. 

Meanwhile, 777 more crimes were brought 


to book - up 2.1 per cent to 38,214 offences. 

And the chances of being a victim are less, 
with a lower crime rate now of 80 offences to 
every 1,000 of population. 

Kent Police said it was “expected” that the 
number of drugs offences recorded would 
increase year on year - up 18.4 per cent, or 
548 offences, to 3,524 crimes. 

Mr Beautridge said: “Context must be 
applied here as we are targeting drug deal¬ 
ers. My message to dealers is: watch out. We 
will come after you and you will go to prison.” 

But Tony Williams, of drug and alcohol 
rehabilitation charity the Kenward Trust, 
based at Yalding, near Maidstone, said: ‘We 
are concerned about the rise in drug crimes 
in Kent and 18 per cent is very worrying. 

“More needs to be done to help people with 
a drug dependency if we are to ever break 
this vicious circle of people who are using 
drugs committing crimes to get more drugs.” 

Incidents of violent crime fell by 2,701 
offences (8.8 per cent) to 28,036. There were 
77 fewer reports of hate crime (1,150). The 
number of incidents of criminal damage fell 
by 5,402 to 31,425, a drop of 14.7 per cent. 
There was a 14.5 per cent drop in vehicle 
crime, with 2,834 fewer offences.

A MAN who threatened a cashier at knife¬ 
point during an attempted robbery has been 
sentenced to 30 months in prison. 

Samuel James Jeffery, 23, pleaded guilty to 
assault with intent to rob, taking a vehicle 
without consent and for driving without insur¬ 
ance, and received a concurrent sentence 
amounting to a jail term of 30 months. 

On June 4, Jeffery, from 
Snodland, went into the 
Kent Mart Minimarket 
in Marden and threat¬ 
ened the cashier with a 
knife and demanded he 
hand over money. After 
unsuccessfully trying to 
open the till Jeffery left 
the shop empty-handed ., „ 
and got into a waiting car. ATTACKER: Jeffery 

A nearby tractor helped to delay his escape 
by boxing in the vehicle and Jeffrey was 
forced to smash his way out, damaging the car 
in the process. 

Det Con Wesley Marston said: “This is a 
great result and reflects the importance of 
high quality CCTV in identifying and detain¬ 
ing offenders. 

“Thanks to the excellent footage provided by 
the shop we were able to arrest and prosecute 
Mr Jeffery quickly, leading to his guilty plea.

PRINTS of work by one of 
the most famous and influ¬ 
ential artists of the 20th 
centuiy have gone on dis¬ 
play at Whitstable Museum 
and Gallery. 

The exhibtion entitled Drawing 
with Scissors: Late Works 1950- 
1954 features lithographic prints 
of cut-outs made during the last 
four years of the Henri Matisse’s 
life, when the artist was confined 
to his bed. 

It includes iconic images such as 
The Snail and the Blue Nudes. 

Matisse created art works using 
brilliant, pure colours. He and his 


friends became known as the 
Tauves’ or 'wild beasts’, because of 
their unconventional use of bold, 
vivid colour. 

Doctors even advised him to 
wear dark glasses because the 
colours were so strong. 

His works ranged from portraits 
and interior scenes to sculpture, 
murals, stage designs and stained 
glass and he continued creating 
work into his 80s. 

When ill health confined him to 
bed, Matisse continued to work by 
‘drawing with scissors’, cutting out 
shapes from paper hand-painted 
with gouache and directing assis¬ 
tants to pin them to his studio wall 
in abstract or figurative patterns. 


His vibrant works are celebrated 
for their extraordinary richness and 
luminosity of colour. 

Drawing with Scissors, a 
Hayward Touring Exhibition from 
the Southbank Centre, presents 
lithographs from a special issue 
of the art review Verve, published 
in 1958. 

The exhibition is on view in 
Whitstable until September 13, 
after which it will travel to Wales 
and Scotland.

TELEVISION presenter Rob Smith 
endured waves up to 20ft-high as he 
sailed around Britain to raise money 
in memory of a teenager who lost her 
desperate battle against leukaemia, 
writes Chris Murphy. 

Mr Smith, who appears on BBC South East, 
sailed more than 2,000 miles anti-clockwise 
around the UK, starting and ending in Chatham. 

He said: ‘We have just been told we have hit our 
£10,000 target for Leukaemia Research and more 
will hopefully arrive in the coming weeks.” 

There were highs and lows during the journey, 
but Rob said he kept a picture of tragic Jessie 
Whitmore close by for extra inspiration when 
things really got tough. 

The 38-year-old said: “We never really feared for 
our lives, but there were times when the waves in 
the Irish Sea were reaching something like 20ft

yacht called Wild Rover. 

He said: “There were times when 
we had to take shelter in some tiny 
ports because the weather was just 
too dangerous. It added a week 
onto the journey which should have 
taken three weeks. 


and the wind was blowing straight 
at us when we needed all the 
strength we had to stay focused. 

“When you face daunting tasks 
like that, it is easy to lose that focus 
needed to avoid things like passing 
high-speed ferries and picking a safe 
route. The pictures of Jessie helped 
remind me that I was after all on 
something of a jolly which had a very 


serious point. It helped make sure 
we knew why we were doing this.” 

Jessie, from Swanley, was just 17 
when she died in 2006, having bat¬ 
tled acute myeloid leukaemia. 

Her diary over the last few 
months of her life is funny, intelli¬ 
gent, hopeful, and ultimately trag¬ 


ic. Her last written words were “I 
want to go home. I want my mum”. 

Rob said: “No-one should have to 
go through what Jessie and her 
family endured.” 

He covered her story for the BBC, 
and was so moved by her plight 
that he organised the round- 


“The weather was our worst 
enemy, but there were good times 
too. The best was when the weath¬ 
er was finally on our side near 
Bristol. 

“As we made good speed, lots of 
dolphins came right up to the boat 
and swam alongside.

Tannery’s conversion to hotel 
will be good for city’s business 


CANTERBURY is set to host anoth¬ 
er boutique hotel - and its rivals 
have welcomed the competition. 

Abode hotel and restaurant man¬ 
ager Steven Gee said more beds in 
the city would benefit everyone - 
including his own establishment. 

The hotel group Hotel du Vin has 
purchased the large listed former 
tannery warehouse and drying shed 
on the comer of Stour Street and 
Lavender Mews and plans to convert 
the building into a hotel. 

But while some hotel managers 
might find the prospect of a similar 
business opening just a few streets 
away a cause for concern, Mr Gee is 


more than happy about the plans. 

He said: “Canterbury needs more 
quality bed stock. It will mean we 
can attract large conferences and 
events that at the moment the city 
cannot cater for. 

Positive 

“At the moment, if we get offered a 
big booking from a large client, for a 
conference or similar, we can only 
offer, say, 70 per cent of our bed stock. 
We like to keep the remaining 30 per 
cent back for our regular customers. 

“If there was another hotel in the 
city offering a similar thing, then we 
could say to the client we’ll give you 50 


beds and they will give you 50 beds. 

“One night they might dine with us, 
the next night at Hotel du Vin. It ben¬ 
efits everybody, it’s really positive.” 

The 18th century former Connolly 
leather tannery represents the last 
significant undeveloped site within 
the city walls. 

While most of the tannery site is 
being developed for housing by 
Bellway Homes, the original tannery 
buildings on the south side of the 
River Stour have remained empty 
and derelict for many years. 

Housing will also form part of the 
development site, with consent given 
for 46 homes.

FLAGSHIP: HMS Chatham in the Arabian Gulf 

Captain narrows 
the UK-Iran gulf 

THE CAPTAIN of a warship with close ties to Kent 
says it has helped make the Northern Arabian Gulf 
and Iraqi territorial waters a safer place. 

HMS Chatham, which is affiliated with the 
Medway town, has been the flagship of a task 
force patrolling 3,000m exclusion zones around 
Iraqi oil platforms. 

The frigate handed over control of the flotilla 
last week to America after four-and-a-half 
months. 

Commodore Duncan Potts, of HMS Chatham, 
said meetings on the vessel between the Iraqi 
navy and its neighbours, particularly Kuwait, 
had been a great success. 

“We’ve been able to get those two parties, with a 
toxic recent history, to start talking to each other.” 

Commodore Potts added: “I think we can look 
back on this period as a period of accomplishment. 

“The oil has flowed every day uninterrupted, 
access has been gained to the main ports of Iraq 
uninterrupted and I think that from the posture 
that we have been able to achieve with the ships 
up here, the level of criminality within the area 
have been kept to a minimum.” 


THE hard-line Maoist govern¬ 
ment in Nepal has agreed the 
British Army can continue 
recruiting Gurkhas - for now. 

The famous fighting men are based in 
Folkestone - but finding more recruits could 
end in just seven years when the Maoists 
will reportedly review the situation. 

It was feared the new Nepalese govern¬ 
ment would forbid young men from signing 
up with the British military, and there 
were reports Nepal’s borders would be 
totally shut off from the world following the 
abolition of the monarchy. 

The MoD said the Government has yet 
to take full control of the country, and it is 
waiting to see what effect that will have 
once complete. 

Shameful 

Deputy Maoist commander, Janardan 
Sharma, has described the recruitment of 
Gurkhas into the British army as “shame¬ 
ful and humiliating”. 

He said: “It is wrong to sacrifice Nepalis 
to protect the sovereignty of foreign 
countries.” 

Despite that comment, the legendary 
Gurkha mountain men, whose service in 
the British Army helps support tens of 
thousands of people in their impoverished 
homeland, are still being allowed to sign up.

far-left rebels who oppose foreign imperial¬ 
ism and it is understood they want to 
cut Nepal off from the rest of the world. 

Nanda Kishore Pun, a deputy commander 
from the Maoist’s People’s Liberation Army, 
told local reporters: “We don’t have any 
immediate plans to stop the recruitment of 
Nepali youths into the British Army. 

“For the next few years we will be concen¬ 
trating on bringing an economic revolution. 
Then we will deal with this issue.” 

He said a review of the recruitment poli¬ 
cy would not come for “five to seven years”. 

Nepal is a poor country with an average 
annual wage of just £235, so many families 
rely on the money sent back to them by 
their Gurkha children. 

Lok Bahadur Gurung, from the Nepal 
chapter of the British Gurkha Welfare 
Society, said: “At least 30,000 families 
depend on the salaries and the pensions of 
the British Gurkhas. 

“They contributed significantly to Nepal’s 
economy since the practice started nearly 
200 years ago.” 

Around 200,000 Gurkhas fought for 
Britain during both World Wars and more 
than 45,000 have died in action. 

They are paid around £12,000 a year on 
entry to the Army - more than 50 times the 
Nepalese average wage. 

There are about 3,500 Gurkhas serving in 
the British Army, with 230 more joining 
annually out of 17,000 applicants. 

Tikandra Dewan, chairman of the British 
Gurkha Welfare Society, said: “I can’t 


fighting in Afghanistan last year 

see the Maoists stopping this recruitment. 

“Only 230 come to the UK every year, but 
tens of thousands go to the Indian Army. 
Nepal is poor and relies on trade with 
India. Shutting the borders and keeping 
the outside world out would mean Nepal 
could fall very quickly.” 

A spokesman for the Nepalese Embassy 
said: ‘We have not been told anything 
officially yet - we are yet to hear what the 
government plans to do regarding Gurkha 
recruitment. 

‘What they say, they may not do. And 
what they do, they may not say. It is all very 
confused at the moment.” 

The Ministry of Defence said: We are 
keeping a low profile in Nepal while we 
wait to see how things go with the new gov¬ 
ernment. 

We are still recruiting and are keeping a 
close watching brief on the situation.” 

Meanwhile, Gurkhas who claim to be 
victims of racial discrimination over British 
settlement rights have won a judicial review 
following a High Court hearing in London. 

Some 2,000 have been told they can’t settle 
in the UK as they don’t have “strong ties”. 

But Mr Justice Sullivan granted a repre¬ 
sentative group of veterans permission to 
apply for a judicial review of the lawfulness 
of a policy they claim is discriminatory. 

The two-day hearing will start on 
September 16.

Widow defends 

her castle home 

from ‘heritag e 
at risk’ claim

THE wife of the late Tory MP 
Alan Clark has dismissed claims 
that her family home - Saltwood 
Castle - is in danger of becoming 
decrepit. 

English Heritage has placed Saltwood 
Castle, near Hythe, on its ‘at risk’ list which 
warns of historic monuments that are in 
danger. 

The condition of the building is officially 
classified as ‘poor’. An English Heritage offi¬ 
cial said: ‘We issue the list to warn about 
parts of this country’s heritage and history 
that are in danger. 

“In common with many part-occupied or 
mined castles, English Heritage believes 
Saltwood Castle has 
repair needs that could 
be addressed. This is not 
a criticism of lack of care 
by an owner, merely a 
fact of life. 

We are reviewing the 
condition of individual 
scheduled monuments 
across Kent as part of 
our Heritage at Risk 
project and in this we 
would include Saltwood 
Castle. We are likely to discuss with its 
owner of what assistance we might be in 
helping them care for such a significant 
place.” 

Mr Clark’s widow, Jane, has lived at the 
Grade I-listed castle for more than 30 years. 
The father of the late Tory MP bought it in 
1955. 

She said: “The last time anyone from 
English Heritage came here was 15 or 20 
years ago and they have not been in touch 
about this latest list. I would very much like 
to hear from them, in fact. I do not know in 
what particular way they consider the castle 
at risk. Maybe there is too much greenery

around here for their liking. I think possibly 
they like to have a few rolling concerns as 
this is not the first time such a notice has 
appeared about my home. 

“It’s possible they think if they say things 
like this people will spend a few thousand on 
the upkeep of old buildings.” 

Several years ago Mrs Clark was forced to 
sell off her late husband’s impressive wine 
collection in order to pay for the castle’s 
upkeep. But she said she has no immediate 
plans for similar action in the wake of the lat¬ 
est statement from the conservation group. 

The first castle at Saltwood was built in 
488 by Aesc, son of Saxon warrior Hengist, 
king of Kent. In 1026 King Canute signed it 
over in part to the Church by means of a deed 
now in the possession of the British Museum. 

The knights who killed Archbishop of 
Canterbury Thomas Becket stayed at 
Saltwood before his murder. 

Saltwood Castle was also the childhood 
home of former Daily Telegraph editor and 
Tory MP, the late Bill Deedes.

Dear sir: Clive becomes a Facebook cult 


HIS letters have become a familiar 
sight in this newspaper and a host of 
other Kent publications - and now an 
online appreciation society has been 
formed for the man behind them: Clive 
Wilkins-Oppler. 

Canterbury’s most prolific letter 
writer, Mr Wilkins-Oppler has become 
a familiar name to both editors and 
readers alike throughout Kent and 
beyond, thanks to his views on every¬ 
thing from antisocial behaviour to 
modem art. 

And he has become a cult figure on 
social networking website Facebook, 


with a group set up in his honour and 
new members signing up daily. 

Some readers were convinced he was 
fictitious, yet in an interview with 
KOS Media the very real Mr Wilkins- 
Oppler, 38, revealed that his love of 
writing stems from an early life which 
he describes as “tragic”. 

The former St Edmund’s School boy 
was a star pupil but suffered a break¬ 
down in his early 20s that left him 
with many problems. 

He said: “I suffered from depression 
and anxiety disorder throughout my 
20s and found it difficult to hold down 


a job. I do lots of voluntary work when 
I feel well enough, but I wanted an out¬ 
let for my writing. 

“I was good at English at school and 
I wanted to do something useful. When 
I got to 30, I thought I should start 
writing. It’s therapeutic in a way. 

“I care a lot about green issues, both 
locally and on a wider scale, and about 
antisocial behaviour. It seems to me 
there’s a general coarsening of society.” 

The Facebook group, which already 
has close to 50 members, features a 
number of Mr Wilkins-Oppler’s letters. 

In addition to his regular missives in 


this newspaper and our sister title 
Yourcanterbury, his letters are also 
frequently printed in the pages of 
other local papers. He has also aired 
his opinions in a host of national titles 
including the Mirror and the 
Independent, as well as the London 
Evening Standard. 

Originator of the Facebook group, 
Andrew McFall, said: “Clive has 
become something of a cult figure. 

“There’s also a certain mystery about 
this elusive character. Personally, I 
used to suspect that he was fictitious, 
but that’s clearly not the case.”

Watched by his wife Natasha - who was 
safe on the ground at the Joint Services 


Parachute Centre at Nertheravon - Mr 
Evans could be heard whooping and 
screaming as he came into land. 

“That was amazing,” he said, as he 
reached the ground. “It felt like it was over 
in seconds. There’s no time to be scared. It 
was great, just amazing. I sang Are You 
Ready for Love all the way down. 

“I always say the best story has a begin¬ 
ning, middle and end, but there wasn’t time 
for any of that, it was just one big hit from 
the moment I sat in the door to when I 
landed. An awesome, awesome experience 
-1 can’t wait to do it again.” 

The Tigers are drawn from the Princess 
of Wales’s Royal Regiment, Kent’s county 
regiment.

The thefts have forced bosses to close the 
walkway and cycle path running across the 
development, just five weeks after it was 
opened. 

It is believed the steel was stolen to sell on 
for cash. Police have said metal theft is the 
fastest increasing crime in the country due 
to soaring prices. 

Thieves took 100 posts and 148 handrails 
from the site on Tuesday, July 8, after 
breaking into the site through a set of secu¬ 
rity gates. 

Mystery blaze 

POLICE are investigating a suspicious fire 
at a flat in Tunbridge Wells. 

No one was in the flat when the blaze broke 
out at around 1.15pm on Friday, July 11.

A FINANCIAL adviser who swin¬ 
dled £440,000 out of his customers 
has been jailed for three-and-a-half 
years, writes Marijke Cox. 

Two of the conman’s victims were in their 70s. 

Gordon Benville, 50, from Walmer near Deal, 
had previously pleaded guilty at Canterbury 
Crown Court to 12 offences of obtaining money 
transfers by deception, totalling £440,637.64, 
as well as four fraud offences. 

Benville had been trading under the name 
Kmgsfield Commercial Funding when Kent 
Police’s Serious Economic Crime Unit began 
an investigation following reports from two 
people concerning the financial advice he had 
given them. 

Friendship 


It was discovered he had conned several oth¬ 
ers, including two pensioners, and as a result he 
was suspended by the Financial Services 
Authority and his assets were frozen. 

Kent Police said many of the victims, i 
including a 74-year-old man and 72- 
year-old woman, had been left with 
financial problems. 

Nigel Pilkington, head of the South 
East complex casework unit, said: 
“Gordon Benville appeared to be plausible 
and talked with apparent expertise, but 


he took the life savings of trusting individuals 
and caused real financial hardship. 

“He did this with ease and without conscience 
and provided them with false information.” 

Many of Benville’s clients were friends of his 
whom he encouraged to sign incomplete mort¬ 
gage applications which he later completed 
himself, asking for a higher amount than was 
actually needed. 

Mr Pilkington said: “He lied from the start. 
In some cases victims’ life savings were 
wrapped up in these arrangements. He took 
advantage of his friendship with the victims 
and breached the trust imposed on him by his 
professional body.” 

The Financial Services Compensation 
Scheme (FSCS) has begun paying claims 
against the independent advisor. Anyone who 
has dealt with Gordon Benville trading as 
Kmgsfield who believes they may have a claim 
can phone the FSCS on 020 7892 7300.

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Cyclist, 17, dies 
in coach crash 

A 17-year-old schoolboy cyclist has died in a 
traffic accident. 

Kent police’s serious collision investigation 
unit have appealed for witnesses who saw the 
incident to contact them. 

The accident happened just before 6.50am 
on Tuesday, July 15, on the A228 at West 
Mailing, at the junction with Station 
Approach, about two miles from the Kings Hill 
roundabout.

Death records uploaded on the web

A KENT council has become the 
first in Britain to puts its death 
records online. 

The initially free service from Tunbridge 
Wells Borough Council will help f amili es 
trace lost relatives and complete family trees. 

Included in the list of death certificates 
now online is Sir Robert Gower MP and 
his daughter, pioneering aviator Pauline 
Gower; Henry Peach Robinson, pioneer of 
art photography; and Dr Who actor 
William Hartnell. 

The online database and search service 
holds records from the Kent and Sussex 
Crematorium and Tunbridge Wells Borough 
Cemetery from the past 135 years. 

The new service is run by a company 
called Deceased Online. 

The council’s records include 130,000 
names from the burial and cremation records 
and other related data going back to 1873. 
The data will be continuously updated. 

Searches are free but further details will 
be chargeable said the council, with the 
fees being shared between the authority 
and company. 

Deceased Online will allow the general 
public to eventually search millions of UK 
burial and cremation records. 

The council said this method of online 
data ‘shopping’ is well established within 
the family history and genealogy communi¬ 
ties, with many internet services offering 
data and search websites. 


Genealogy and family history research is 
now the second most common use of the 
internet, with millions of people regularly 
using online research facilities. 

But until now there has been no UK 
national online database of burial and cre¬ 
mation register records and researchers 
have been frustrated in not being able to 
access this information. 

Cllr Paul Barrington-King, portfolio hold¬ 
er for environment, said: ‘We are proud to 
be the first council in the country to have its 
cemetery and cremation records available 
on the new Deceased Online website. 

“This new online facility is going to be 
a great source of information for those 
searching for their family history and we 
are delighted that our data can be accessed 
by people anywhere in the world.” 

And John Rickwood, director of Deceased 
Online, added: ‘We are absolutely delighted 
with the response from Tunbridge Wells 
Borough Council. 

“Their support and enthusiasm in adopt¬ 
ing Deceased Online’s services has been 
extremely positive as they have a vision 
that matches ours.” 

Further information available could 
include scans of original register pages, 
maps of cemeteries and gardens of remem¬ 
brance to locate graves and memorials, 
photographs of headstones, and details of 
all interments in a grave.

Challenging time ahead 
in wait for new homes 


THOUSANDS of people on the 
housing waiting list could be 
set for frustrating delays after 
the Government said meeting its 
own building targets would be “a 
challenge”. 

Housing minister Caroline Flint admitted 
its aim of building three million homes 
in Britain by 2020, including 6,886 a year 
in Kent, will be hard to meet. 

The targets have been hit because some 
house builders are cutting back their opera¬ 
tions in response to the credit crunch. 

And a Labour MP reacted angrily because 
there are so many people waiting for a home 
in his constituency. 

Derek Wyatt, MP for Sittingbourne 
and Sheppey, said: “We have 35,000 
families on the waiting list in Swale and 
priority now needs to be given to build¬ 
ing social housing first.” 

Kent County Council refused to com¬ 
ment, but many councils believe the local 
targets can be met. 

House building hot spots include the 
Thames Gateway and Ashford. 

The minister’s admission came just 
weeks after the National Housing and 
Planning Advice Unit, an independent 
body set up by the Government, said 
between 18 and 55 per cent more houses 
should be built on top of what the gov¬ 
ernment was already planning. 

Speaking on Radio 4’s Today pro¬ 
gramme, Ms Flint said: “It is a challenge, 
there is no doubt about that, in terms of 
looking at the number of homes that 
haven’t been completed or aren’t being 
started this year.” 

The minister recently had her notes on 
her department’s feeling on the housing 
market photographed, and the words 
“We can’t tell how bad it will get” could 
be read. 

Ms Flint added: “We still need to build 
more homes. The need for three million 
homes is a valid target. 

“How we get there, we are going to 
have to look at the present circumstances 
but there is no doubt that we need to deal 
with the present situation and also look 
at how we prepare conditions so when 
the market picks up, and it will pick up, 
we are able to move rapidly to get our 
house building up to speed.” 

Adam Holloway, the Conservative MP 
for Gravesham said many people in his 
constituency were dismayed at the level 
of building planned. 

He said: “If I was a Labour back¬ 
bencher I would be telling you this off 
the record, but people are cheesed off at 
all this building planned in their areas 
which will be wiping out any feeling of 
community. 

“I am delighted the minister thinks 
meeting their completely unrealistic tar¬ 
gets for new home builds is going to be a 
challenge - it can only mean many more 
communities will be saved from being so 
over-populated and suffering all the con¬ 
sequences like high crime and vandal¬ 
ism that goes along with that.” 

The news came as 5,000 building jobs 
in the UK were lost. 

Bovis Homes, based near Longfield, is 
cutting its workforce by around 40 per 
cent. It has 285 staff in the South East 
region and consultations should be com¬ 
plete within a fortnight. 

A spokesman said: “Staff are affected 
across all business disciplines. We are 
keeping the progress of our construction 
sites under close review.” 

The company said profits will be affect¬ 
ed by the downturn in demand with first¬ 
time buyers finding it hard to get on the 
property ladder. 

But John Ryall, from Medway 
Renaissance, said: “Medway’s regenera-

tion programme is on course to deliver some 
16,000 new homes and more than 20,000 jobs. 

“The first of those homes - around 600 - 
are due to be built by Crest Nicholson in 
a year’s time on the flagship Rochester 
Riverside regeneration project.” 

Crisis 

When complete, the scheme - for years a 
scene of industrial dereliction - will be home 
to a waterfront community of 2,000 homes. 

Jeremy Kite, Dartford Borough Council 
leader, said: “The Government’s housing 
targets in the South East were madly high, 
so this is no surprise. 


“The key thing is not the volume of building 
but the quality. It’s all very well to throw up 
high-density flats and say you are dealing 
with the housing crisis, but no-one seems to 
have learned from the disaster of the sixties.” 

A spokesman for Ashford’s Future added: 
“We recognise the difficulties being experi¬ 
enced in the housing market. 

“However, there is no reason for alarm; the 
housing downturn is unlikely to significantly 
affect the planned expansion of Ashford in 
the long term. 

“We have a 30-year growth period and there 
are bound to be fluctuations in the market. 

“Despite the economic downturn, Ashford is 
well-positioned to weather the storm.”

THIRTY-FOUR Kent Police offi¬ 
cers have been arrested during 
the past three years. 

Figures released in response to a Freedom 
of Information request made by our sister 
paper Yourmedway show the arrested offi¬ 
cers faced a total of 14 charges including 
indecent assault, perverting the course of 
justice and criminal damage. 

From 2005 to date, 23 officers - employed 
to bring down crime and make the county 
safer - were subsequently charged with 
breaking the law. Former Medway police 
sergeant Zak Owens was jailed for seven 
years in March after trapping a terrified 
family in their car and threatening them 
with a CS-style pepper spray. 

Owens, 37, of Highgrove Road, Chatham, 
held the Shahs prisoner for more than two 
hours in August after a car sale with the 
family fell through. The officer - who

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patrolled Medway and North Kent during 
his time in the force - was still serving with 
Kent Police at the time of the crimes. 

He was found guilty of false imprison¬ 
ment, misconduct in a public office, theft and 
possession of a firearm while committing an 
offence. He was dismissed from Kent Police 
in November, last year, at the end of a disci¬ 
plinary process. 

A force spokeswoman said Owens had 
taken details from people’s credit cards 
while they were in police custody. 

He also carried out fraudulent transac¬ 
tions on the internet, including buying for¬ 
eign currency and then cashing it. 

A spokesman for the force said: “Kent 
Police currently has 3,759 police officers, 362 
PCSOs and 2,664 police staff. 


“The force expects its officers and employ¬ 
ees to maintain the highest level of profes¬ 
sionalism and honesty at all times, both on 
and off duty. 

“Incidents of dishonesty by police officers 
are very rare. Kent Police’s policy is that any 
criminal offence or misconduct is not tolerat¬ 
ed and will always be the subject of a thor¬ 
ough investigation. 

‘Where the Crown Prosecution Service 
considers there is sufficient evidence, police 
officers and police staff will be charged.” 

Sixteen officers were arrested in 2005, 
falling to nine the following year, eight in 
2007 and one so far this year. 

Of those questioned, nine were charged in 
2005, eight in 2006 and five last year. The 
officer arrested this year was also charged. 

Offences include common assault, crimi¬ 
nal damage, excess breath alcohol, theft, 
false imprisonment, fraud, GBH and 
harassment. 
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A vision of Holy Maid

IN Best Lane, a quiet side street off Canterbury 
High Street, lies the Anglican Catholic Church of St 
Augustine, writes Father Damien Mead. 

Blink and you’d miss the tiny chapel, but it is home to a religious 
icon which commemorates a largely forgotten piece of Kent’s history. 

In her time, the Holy Maid or Holy Nun of 
Kent, Elizabeth Barton, would have been as 
famous as St Bernadette of Lourdes. 

Little is known of the Holy Maid’s early life, 
although she appears to have come from a 
poor background, as she was working as a ser¬ 
vant when her visions began in 1525. 

During that year she suffered from a severe 
unknown illness. At the Chapel of Our Lady, 

Court-at-Street, near Aldington, she was 
healed upon witnessing a vision of the Virgin 
Mary, who instructed her to light a taper (can¬ 
dle) at her shrine. 

Thereafter Elizabeth’s visions either pre¬ 
dicted future events or, more frequently, took 
the form of pleas for people to follow the teach¬ 
ings of the Catholic Church, attend Mass and 
make their confessions. 

In particular, she urged people to pray to the 
Virgin Mary and undertake pilgrimages. 

Shortly after she had begun receiving 
visions, she entered St Sepulchre’s Convent in 
Canterbury - in the area known as Nunnery 
Fields - and became a Benedictine nun. 

She rapidly became popular among rich and 
poor alike. Elizabeth held a private meeting in 
1528 with Cardinal Thomas Wolsey, the most 
powerful man in England after King Henry 
VIII, and shortly after met the king himself on two occasions. 

Unfortunately for Elizabeth, the existing order changed when 
Henry, to obtain an annulment from Catherine of Aragon, decided to 
break with Rome, and create the Church of England. Elizabeth was 
strongly opposed to the Reformation. 

During her trances, the Holy Maid urged Henry to give up his plan 
to divorce Catherine of Aragon, and prophesied that if he did so he 
“should no longer be king of this realm ... and should die a villain’s 
death”. 

In 1532 Henry passed through Canterbury and it is reported that 
she forced herself into his presence and tried once again to ask him 
to give up his marriage to Anne Boleyn. 

However, Henry’s marriage to Anne was celebrated in January 
1533, followed in May by annulment of the marriage to Catherine. 

Elizabeth’s statements were seen as increasingly inflammatory 


and treasonable. Archbishop Thomas Cranmer (who performed Henry’s 
annulment) had Elizabeth arrested and interrogated, at which point 
she confessed that she had feigned her trances and invented the reli¬ 
gious visions. However, this confession appears to have been fabricated. 

At the conclusion of the trial it became clear that there was insuffi¬ 
cient evidence to convict either Elizabeth or her companions. 

These were: Dom Edward Booking, a 
Benedictine monk of Christchurch Priory, 
Canterbury, the Holy Maid’s confessor; Dom John 
Dering, a Benedictine monk who had written a 
book about her revelations; Father Henry Gold, 
former vicar of Ospringe, who had been secretary 
to the late William Warham, Archbishop of 
Canterbury; Father Richard Risby, guardian of 
the Franciscan Friars in Canterbury; and Father 
Hugh Rich, one of his Franciscan brethren. 

In January, 1534, Henry VIII gave Royal 
Assent to a bill of attainder (an Act of 
Parliament) that condemned the Holy Maid and 
the others to death. 

They were hanged at Tyburn on April 21,1534, 
in the presence of an enormous crowd. 
Elizabeth’s head was displayed on London Bridge 
- the usual practice for traitors. 

Although never formally canonised by any part 
of the Church and with references to her in the 
history books blackened by the Reformers, she 
nevertheless remains a Holy Maid of Kent. 

Elizabeth Barton’s icon in our church was 
‘written’ (as the painting of icons is described) by 
Marice Sariola, a Finnish iconographer living in 
Australia, in February 2008. We believe it to be 
the only such depiction of Elizabeth in the world. 
The icon can be viewed at St Augustine’s, 5b Best 
Lane, Canterbury. Telephone: 01797 321704

Kent gives a polished 
performance 


The efforts of the Kent Highway Services 
Alliance were recognised by the Institute of Civil 
Engineers last month when they were crowned overall 
winners of the Brassey Awards 2008. 

The awards were set up by the Institute of Civil 
Engineers and are named after Thomas Brassey, who 
was responsible for approximately one third of the 
railways built in Britain during the height of railway 
construction in the 1840s. 


The aliens are invading! 

When most people think about aliens, plants are not usually the first thing that springs to mind, 
but for Kent Highway Services, alien, invasive plants are a very real problem. 

After habitat destruction, alien (or non-native), plant and animal species are one of the greatest threats 
to biological diversity worldwide. Japanese knotweed, giant hogweed and rhododendron are just three 
examples of exotic species introduced into the UK as ornamental plants. They all have the capacity to 
grow in dense stands which quickly dominate natural habitats, shade out native species and reduce 
biological diversity as a result. In the case of some species, there can also be health hazards - giant 
hogweed sap on your skin can cause severe blistering. 

So where do we come in? Well, these non-native species are often found in or adjacent to Kent’s 
highway verges where they can easily spread, so it’s important that they are properly controlled. We 
identify such plants in locations where highways works are planned and carry out carefully managed 
control programmes to avoid accidentally spreading the plant when we remove it. 

Various techniques are being developed to control these plants including herbicide treatments and 
the disposal of root-contaminated soil to authorised landfill. However, effective control often requires 
long-term treatment lasting several years, long after the works have gone. You can find out more

The aim of the awards is to recognise the work of civil 
engineers and they are presented to projects that best 
meet the Institute’s vision of ‘Civil Engineer’s at the 
heart of society, delivering sustainable development 
through knowledge, skills and professional expertise’. 


A record number of entries were received this year 
and the Kent Highway Services Alliance scooped the 
‘Transport Project’ award and was named overall 
winner for the East Kent Access Phase 1 project. The 
project was a £23 million road improvement scheme 
that included working closely with Southern Water 
Services and the Environment Agency for significant 
elements of the project. 


However, the winning didn’t stop there. We were 
also winners of the small project category for the 
reconstruction of Bilsington Bridge and runners-up 
in the transportation category for the Fastrack 
Thames Way Ground improvement scheme. 


We’re working hard to continue raising the 
standard of all the work we do and these awards 
show that we’re going in the right direction. 


At Kent Highway Services, we get involved in many major transportation 
schemes, but you might not realise how many different organisations need to 
work together to deliver these often complex projects. 


A prime example of this is the recently opened A256 East Kent Access Phase 2. 
This £23111 scheme relied heavily on major contributions from our external 
partners, the Environment Agency and Southern Water. We also had to try new 
ways of working with the contractors, May Gurney, to overcome challenges with 
water mains, sewers, sluice gates, flood relief courses and land availability. 
Working closely together meant that we were able to complete the scheme on 
time and to the highest standard. There was another benefit too: by working 
together the scheme partners managed to find savings through ‘value 
engineering’ that totalled £766,000. 


At the other end of the county, on the A226 Thames Way at 
Northfleet, a major ground improvement scheme 
across a landfill site enabled a new bus lane 
to be opened. A range of contamination 
issues required an innovative, 
long-term solution to prevent a 
chalk aquifer, used for ground 
water extraction, being 
affected. We worked closely 
with the Environment 
Agency and their help 
was invaluable in 
overcoming the 
problems of this site 
and also helped us 
to save more than 
£3 million in costs!

duty, PC Merrington received a call 
from officers who were concerned for 
the safety of a woman who had fled 
her family home, threatening to com¬ 
mit suicide. 

Her mobile telephone was traced to 
the beach in Folkestone and she was 
seen walking, fully dressed, into the 


sea. She ignored pleas from officers 
to return to the shore and continued 
to swim away from the beach. The 
coastguard had been called and the 
officers were refused permission to 
enter the choppy waters. 

Despite these warnings, PC 
Merrington took off his jacket and 
swam out after her. By this time, the 
woman was about 150 metres from 
shore, but the determined officer 
managed to get on her seaward side. 

The woman persisted in swimming 
past PC Merrington, attempting to 
fight off his efforts to save her. He 
managed to keep her on the surface 
and continued talking to her while 
treading water. 

With the woman continuing to 
struggle, PC Merrington started to 
tire. Realising this, other officers 
entered the water with a buoyancy 
aid and helped him bring her to the 
shore and safety. 

Without the persistence and pro¬ 
fessionalism of PC Merrington the 
woman would have drowned, said 
Ian Pointon, chairman of the Kent 
Police Federation. 

He said: “Stuart’s actions on that 
day are a reminder of the selfless 
acts of bravery that officers engage in 
on a daily basis.” 


Courage, pride and tragedy 


POLICE officers, staff and members 
of the public were honoured at an 
awards ceremony in Northfleet. 

The event welcomed more than 250 
people through the doors of the new 
North Kent police station in Thames 
Way. 

During the ceremony, acts of brav¬ 
ery, dedication, commitment and long 
service were recognised by area com¬ 
mander Chief Superintendent Paul 
Brandon. 

More than 60 police officers and 
staff and over 20 members of the 
public and community were among 
those to receive awards. 

They included PC Andrew Payne, 


PC Aaron Watkin and Rob Hooper 
for rescuing a suicidal man from 
above the live railway line in 
Gravesend; and Daniel Austin, 
Christopher King, Robert Knox, Sean 
Morrison and Daniel Smith for chas¬ 
ing a violent offender who had 
assaulted a member of the public. 

PC John Clarke, who was struck on 
the head by a samurai sword, 
received the Area Commander’s 
Shield for Outstanding Performer of 
the Year. 

Colin and Sally Knox attended the 
ceremony to accept the posthumous 
award given to their son Robert, 18, 
who was honoured for the bravery 


he showed alongside colleagues at 
Marks & Spencer in Bluewater dur¬ 
ing an incident in 2007. The Harry 
Potter actor was stabbed to death in 
Sidcup in May, this year. 

On accepting the award, they said: 
“Rob had told us about the incident 
that took place at Bluewater on May 
24, 2007, which was exactly a year 
before he died. 

“He did not make this a big thing at 
the time, but with hindsight it was 
more important than he let on. 

“It doesn’t surprise us at all, after 
reading the report which outlined 
how he assisted the police, that Rob 
did try to help.”

Mayor Boris taking notice of 
Gulf war vet’s fight for justice

GULF War Syndrome sufferer 
Noel Baker has taken his cam¬ 
paign to the heart of London 
through a meeting with the new 
mayor Boris Johnson. 

Mr Baker, from Rainham, fought in the 
1990-91 conflict, and believes he became ill 
due to experimental vaccine injections and 
exposure to deadly gases when Saddam 
Hussein’s arms depots were blown up 

But it has been a battle with the Government 
to have the condition recognised - so he and 
other veterans can be compensated. 



The 42-year-old is Kent co-ordinator of the 
National Gulf War Veterans and Families 
Association. 

He and other veterans from many other 
campaigns were invited by Mr Johnson to 


attend London’s City Hall for a gathering to 
launch Veterans Day, which will now be held 
annually at Trafalgar Square to mark the con¬ 
tribution service personnel make to society 
and pay tribute to their courage and bravery. 

Mr Baker said: “One bit of good news that 
came from the meeting was that all injured 
veterans and their eligible dependants can 
now use London’s public transport for free, 
which is excellent news. 

“It at least shows that someone is taking 
notice of the people who were willing to lay 
down their lives for their country. 

“It would now be nice if other authorities in 
the UK matched this offer.” 

Mr Baker said Mr Johnson asked him to 
provide more details about Gulf War 
Syndrome, which is the name given to ill¬ 
nesses reported by veterans of the conflict.

He said: “He did seem interested in what I 
had to say. It appeared he didn’t have much 
knowledge about this condition, so I just 
gave him a few details and will be emailing 
him with more once he has had a chance to 
digest it.” 

Noel Baker was a trooper in the Queen's 
Royal Lancers in Iraq and left the Army as 
a corporal. He now suffers from multiple 
sclerosis, a cyst in his spleen and episodes of 
skin cancer. 

He believes his illnesses are from experi¬ 
mental jabs while in Iraq and breathing 
gasses after blowing up arms depots. 

Mr Johnson said of his free travel for veter¬ 
ans: “War veterans can often have a hard 
time when they return, sometimes facing 
issues such as serious injury, mental illness 
and unemployment. 

‘Those that have lost spouses or par- 
— ents have also suffered for the service 
they have given. Yet in both cases they are 
not entitled to existing travel concessions. 

“I want to change that, and am pleased 
that, from November, London will be 
doing its bit in recognising the unflinch¬ 
ing contribution that these men and 
women of the forces have made, by offer¬ 
ing free travel throughout the capital for 
injured veterans.”

More arrests in 
road campaign 

POLICE from Kent and Essex have made 
another 11 arrests as part of a joint roads 
campaign which was introduced in May 
Under Operation Lockdown, four teams 
used Automated Number Plate Recognition 
equipment on main routes in and out of 
towns in east Essex.

THE father of Kent club hostess 
Lucie Blackman who was mur¬ 
dered while working in Japan, says 
he doesn’t support defendants 
making payments to families of vic¬ 
tims in exchange for leniency 

Tim Blackman was condemned by his 
former wife Jane Steare for taking a pay¬ 
ment of £453,000 from an associate of 
wealthy businessman Joji Obara, who was 
eventually cleared of killing Miss Blackman, 
from Sevenoaks. 

But Mr Blackman said this was not so 
Obara would be treated more favourably, 
but as compensation and punishment. 


Dad who ‘sold out to 

evil’ say s pay ment is 
punishment, for crime 


Miss Blackman’s body was eventually 
found in a cave 200 yards from Obara’s 
seaside home after a massive search led 
by her father in 2000. 

It was claimed Obara drugged, raped 
and killed the 21-year-old after meeting 
her outside a nightclub. 

Now, Obara has reportedly made a 
payment of almost £500,000 to the 
Australian family of another girl he was 
found guilty of murdering. 

It is understood the family may have 
signed documents questioning some of 
the evidence against the convicted rapist 
and killer and also said they believe he 
is capable of being rehabilitated. 

The money was paid to Nigel Ridgway, 
his wife and surviving daughter, after 
their daughter Carita, a 21-year-old 
model, died in Tokyo in 1992 at the 
hands of Obara. 

Mr Ridgway flew to Tokyo at Obara’s 
expense to negotiate the payment. 

At first, her mother Annette said she 
was worried the payment may speed up 
Obara’s release, but finally agreed to 
accept. 

Obara’s lawyers are due to present Mr 
Ridgwa/s statement to the Tokyo High 


Court at an appeal against nine convic¬ 
tions, which started in March. 

At the same time, prosecutors are con¬ 
testing the acquittal on the Lucie 
Blackman murder charge. 

Her father accepted what is called 
‘condolence’ money in 2006, and signed a 
document questioning some of the prose¬ 
cution evidence. 

At the time, her mother accused him of 
accepting “blood money” and claimed the 
payment had influenced the court in 
acquitting Obara - something Mr 
Blackman denies. 

Unacceptable 

He told KOS Media: “The Japanese 
legal system is different to ours and can 
seem unusual. I do accept it might seem 
unusual that a defendant can hand out 
money to victims’ families like this. 

“But it is a form of punishment. It is a 
form of compensation for families.” 

“I do think it is unacceptable this money 
should be used to somehow gain some 
kind of leniency for the defendant,” he said. 

“I accepted the money as compensa¬ 
tion - it was like a fine, but it came to me 


instead of the State as it does here.” 

Mr Blackman has also set up the Lucie 
Blackman Trust, which campaigns to keep 
travellers safe while abroad and at home. 

Obara was jailed for life last year after 
being found guilty of raping eight 
women, as well as “rape resulting in 
death” in the case of Miss Ridgway. He 
has always denied all the charges. 

He was acquitted of the same charge 
in the case of Miss Blackman. 

Her mother, Mrs Steare, said from her 
home in Sevenoaks, that she has repeat¬ 
edly turned down offers of money from 
Obara, because she feared it would lead 
to a reduced sentence. 

She said: “How can any loving parent 
be willing to place any price on justice 
and the lives of their children? 

“I sincerely hope the judges in this 
appeal and any subsequent appeal 
rightly disregard the actions of Lucie’s 
father and of Carita’s parents. They 
have all sold out to evil.” 

Previously, she claimed her family was 
warned by prosecutors not to accept 
money from anyone linked to Obara 
because it could reduce any jail sentence.

FORTY years ago, Ray and Violet 
Sinden sold everything they had 
and took out a large bank loan to 
buy a country house. 

They moved to Kenward House in Yalding 
with their family - and five homeless men 
they had taken in. 

Christian charity the Kenward Trust was 
bom. Today Kenward House is, at any one 
time, home to around 20 recovering alcoholics 
and drug addicts and the tmst has rehabilita¬ 
tion clinics across Kent and one in Sussex. 

It accepts referrals from all over the UK and 
is mainly funded by fees paid for people 
referred to it by local authorities such as Kent 
County Council. 

Sean, from Surrey, is currently at Kenward 
House recovering from the alcoholism he 
believes would otherwise have killed him. 

The 36-year-old, whose surname KOS 
Media has agreed not to publish, said his 
drinking reached the point where his family 
no longer recognised him. 

“My three young children didn’t know who 
I was,” he said. “I was there in body, but not 
there as a father.” 

He added: “I always drank, but I’d managed 
to hold down a succession of jobs before I had 
my own business and then slowly, or maybe 
more rapidly than I actually thought at the 
time, drink started to get a hold over me. 

“Drink started to control my life. It was the 
only thing in my life.” 

Sean, who drank about two bottles of vodka 
a day, finally realised he needed help. 

“It was that or lose everything and eventu¬ 
ally die,” he said. 

Overwhelmed 

Five months ago he checked into Kenward 
House - and is now a different person, he said. 

His family came to visit him and were, 
“totally overwhelmed by the change that’s 
happened”. 

Sean added: “It’s given me hope of life beyond 
alcohol, which I didn’t believe there was.” 

As well as regular group and one-to-one 
counselling, residents at Kenward House are 
on a rota to help out with jobs. 

Tony Williams, spokesman for the Kenward 
Trust, told KOS Media that unlike celebrity 
rehab clinics, people being treated were 
expected to contribute. 

They would not be allowed to stay in bed if 
they didn’t feel like getting up, said Mr Williams. 

Chris, 43, also from Surrey, only arrived at 
Kenward House just over a month ago. As 
well as taking methadone, he used valium, 
crack cocaine and drank. 

He has already noticed the benefits of 
treatment. 

“I’m constantly amazed,” he said. “I keep 
remembering I’m not chained to that [his 
drug and drink past] anymore. I thought 
I’d lost my chance at life.” 

The former Falmouth College of Art student 
said he was particularly enjoying creative art 
classes at Kenward House. 

Last month, KOS Media interviewed Cllr 
Michael Mahy, the Mayor of Swanley, who 
was able to overcome alcoholism thanks to 
the Kenward Trust. 

Although the Sindens were driven by their 
Christian beliefs and there are weekly servic¬ 
es on Monday mornings at Kenward House,

2008 
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Special service to honour 
dead air ambulance crew 


TRAGEDY: Three 
Kent Air Ambulance 
crew died when their 
helicopter hit power 
lines 10 years ago

A MEMORIAL service to 
remember the three air 
ambulance crew members 
killed when their helicopter 
hit power lines and crashed 
will be held on Friday. 

The men lost their lives when the 
helicopter crashed on July 26, 1998, 
near Rochester airport. 

Paramedics Mark Darby, 37, and 
Tony Richardson, 47, along with 
pilot Graham Budden, 40, will be 
remembered in the service at 
Rochester Cathedral. 

A statement issued on behalf of the 
families of the dead crew members 
said: “Our loss was a public one and 
we were touched by the tremendous 
outpouring of grief from the public. 

“We will never forget our loved 
ones and this thanksgiving service is 
an opportunity to celebrate the lives 
of three brave men, 10 years on.” 


The noon service will be attended by 
present and past crew, trustees and 
staff of the air ambulance and South 
East Coast Ambulance Service, and 
representatives from other emer¬ 
gency services. 

The families did not wish to be 
interviewed. 

Mr Budden was at the controls 
when the helicopter flew into power 
lines near Burham as it was return¬ 
ing to Rochester airport. 

Linda Budden brought a civil 
action after her husband’s employ¬ 
ers, the Police Aviation Services Ltd, 
denied liability. 

The High Court has ruled the 
aircraft suffered mechanical failure 
and that Mr Budden was not to 
blame. 

Air accident investigators said 
they were unable to establish the 
cause of the crash because virtually 
nothing was left of the helicopter. 

But some witnesses, who regularly 
saw the aircraft approach the air¬ 
port, reported the sound of the heli¬ 
copter on the day of the crash was 
unusual. 

A court ruled the most likely cause 


of the crash was a mechanical 
malfunction. 

At the time, Mrs Budden, from 
Lingfield, said: “We are just ecstatic 
it is all over and Graham’s name has 
been cleared. 

“We were sure there was some sort 
of mechanical failure, but of course 
there was no evidence because it was 
all burnt.” 

Mrs Budden, who has two children, 
said her husband was very safety 
conscious and had radioed in to say 
he was going to land when the crash 
happened. 

She said: “We knew there was 
something wrong and we wanted to 
put the record straight. I wanted to 
do it for the children really.” 

It was the only fatal accident to 
happen in the UK involving an air 
ambulance. 

The air ambulance service cover¬ 
ing Kent, Surrey and Sussex costs 
around £3 million a year to stay air¬ 
borne, all of which is paid for by 
donations.

A lack of evidence 

REMARKS made during a live TV 
interview by a black police officer from 
Kent have caused uproar. 

When asked if he thought racism was 
“widespread” in the force, Det Sgt Wendell 
Henry, a member of the National Black 
Police Association (NBPA), said he did. 

He said there were racists in the larger 
Kent community and it was therefore 
inevitable that some of them had become 
police officers. 

Unsurprisingly, DS Henry’s comments 
have been rejected by Kent Police, while 
the county branch of the Police Federation, 
which represents rank-and-file officers, 
said there was “absolutely no evidence” to 
support his claims. 

No-one would deny there are racists in 
the police. To do so would be foolish when 
racism remains a fact of life in modem 
Britain - as it does in other countries. 

However, the real bone of contention is 
with DS Henry’s use of the word 
“widespread”. It indicates that there is a 
serious problem facing many officers in 
the Kent constabulary. 

As it stands, the argument seems 
stacked in Kent Police’s favour. As well as 
having a black chief constable, Kent was 
the only force to be given a diversity 
award by the NBPA in 2006. 

Meanwhile, figures given to Kent on 
Sunday show just 18 allegations of racism 
were made against Kent officers in the 
last two years. That is impressive, 
considering the force has more than 4,000 
officers and PCSOs, as well as more than 
2,600 support staff. 

If DS Henry has evidence of 
“widespread” racism, he should show it to 
the force so it can be investigated - and 
stamped out.

Birth of a controversy 


Emplo yers have always shied 
away from giving jobs to 
women, savs self-confessed 

‘grumpy old man’ Peter Stokes 


IS IT reasonable to expect 
the owner of a small busi¬ 
ness to be enthusiastic 
about employing women 
who are likely to take 
months of paid leave and 
expect their position to be 
immediately available 
when they finally return? 

Reasonable or not, I’m sure 
many readers would be upset, 
outraged even, at the spectre of 
business people attempting to 
avoid employing women. 

Interestingly, and much to their 
surprise, they’ll undergo a star¬ 
tling change if they ever decide to 
start their own business. I’ve seen 
it happen. As a venture capitalist 
who has helped 70 people start 
their own companies, I’ve wit¬ 
nessed that change first-hand. 

Vehemently deny it though they 
might, I can promise you most 
people who support maternity 
leave legislation will immediately 
cease to do so after having put 
their house, savings, health and 
the well-being of their family on 
the line to make a 24/7 commit¬ 
ment to starting and running 
their own small business. 

Like it or not, one must accept 
that most people who run their 
own small business hold, justifi¬ 
ably, exceedingly strong views 
about who they’re prepared to 
employ. Which means, given that 
95 per cent of employees in the 
UK work in businesses employing 
fewer than 100 staff, and approxi¬ 
mately four million people work 


in companies employing fewer 
than nine, one might safely 
assume the odds are heavily 
stacked against women in the job¬ 
seeking stakes. And the 
Government knows it. Problem is, 
although genuinely desirous of 
encouraging the business commu¬ 
nity to continue to stoke the eco¬ 
nomic fires of the nation, politi¬ 
cians are actually more concerned 
about gaining (or not losing) 
votes/jobs for themselves. Hence 
the proposed increase in materni¬ 
ty leave. They believe it will 
enable them to harvest extra 
votes from women and the more 
liberal-minded. Shame that so 
many women and well-meaning 
liberal voters aren’t aware, as the 
Government is, of the extent to 
which maternity legislation is 
damaging our business communi¬ 
ty and closing the door on jobs and 
job opportunities for women. 
Always has done. Always will do. 
After having been subjected to 


years of continuous propaganda 
by professional lobbyists repre¬ 
senting the interests of women 
and their many and varied rights, 
most of us have come to blindly 
accept that people in business are 
wicked, antisocial bloodsuckers 
and that women have some God- 
given right to demand preferen¬ 
tial treatment.

somebody. It can take a further 
couple of months for them to set¬ 
tle in. And what is the owner sup¬ 
posed to do about the new 
employee when the woman who 
previously occupied the position 
decides to return? 

That’s why the Grumpies will, 
immediately after having seized 
power, axe maternity leave legis¬ 
lation. Women will then have the 
right to compete for jobs on an 
almost level playing field. 

I say ‘almost level’ because some 
men, and some women for that 
matter, just aren’t prepared to 
employ women.

Quentin’s out of gas 

We can expect motoring journalist Quentin 
Willson to back the road lobby, but I was 
surprised to read that he has absolutely no 
insight into the bigger picture (KoS, last week). 

Fuel prices have risen sharply due to global 
demand for oil outstripping supply for the 
first time. Despite interesting claims by oil 


companies and oil-producing countries, the 
supply of oil is essentially fixed. For basic 
geological reasons, oil cannot be extracted 
any more quickly. Supply is at its maximum. 
Demand, however, continues to grow globally. 

Getting rid of fuel tax would ease the 
burden for us in the short term, but it will 
increase consumption and demand further, 
simply pushing prices higher. In no time at 
all we will be back where we started, but this 
time with no tax revenue to make the drastic 
structural changes to address our 
transportation and fuel crises. 

There should be fairer access to fuel and 
there need to be radical changes to the way 
we live our lives - perhaps a start is an 
assumption that local is good when it comes 
to schools, work and shops - but radical 
change will need money. Sadly, none of the 
three main parties has real plans that would 
address the scale of the challenge of peak oil. 

The country needs to be investing heavily in 
reducing our dependency on oil and this can’t 
be done alongside cutting fuel tax. Investing 
in reducing our fossil fuel dependency will 
also ensure that our economy does not get too 
battered. Reducing fuel taxes is a sure-fire 
way to economic disaster.

Anglicans in turmoil 

Who is wearing the trousers? Is the Church 
of England trouserless? 

The actions of those who left no room for 
manoeuvre for those not accepting women 
bishops may indeed come as a rude awaking 
to Bishops Venner and Castle (Bishop’s 
distress over conflict within church, last week). 

When the first women were ordained at 
Rochester Cathedral more than 10 years ago, 
the cry from a spokeswoman was: “This is a 
victory for women.” 

Outside the General Synod at the time of 
this last debate there was a fairly militant 
lobby group of women priests. Unlike the 
Suffragette movement, with its men 
supporters, they had few male priests with 
them. Were they prepared to chain 
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themselves to the railings? Many, one 
suspects, have not made up their mind about 
women priests and women bishops, but the 
arguments for both seem to point to how far 
the Church of England has departed from the 
teachings of its founder, Jesus Christ. 

There are other things to fight for apart from 
‘Victory for women”. 

The inclusion of women “who care” in fairly 
high positions of leadership in the Church 
doesn’t appear to have produced a more caring 
and sensitive response. 

Some argued: “Why should the top jobs be 
denied to women? Will this not cause a 
decline in women ordinands?” 

Perhaps we need to return to a Church 
where vocation and sacrificial service mean 
something. 

Finally, the decision not to allow room for 
those who differ from their views seems 
almost typical of a strident feminism long 
since rejected by the politically correct. 

There has been a growth in the Catholic 
Church in the UK and also of the pentecostal 
churches and house churches. 

The latter have many women ministers and 
all have many active men and young people in 
their congregations. 

The Church of England is, in many places, in 
terminal decline. Despite the majority of 
ordinands now being women, it has not 
attracted many men to its congregation.

Life’s rich tapestry 

I was interested to learn from Mick Watkins’ 
Bayeux Tapestry article (KoS, June 29) that a 
conference is to be held this month at the 
British Museum. 

I too am of a mind that the tapestry, being 
an account of the Norman invasion of 
England in October, 1066, was stitched at a 
school of embroidery in Canterbury, having 
been commissioned by Bishop Odo, brother to 
William the Conqueror who, after the 
conquest, was made Earl of Kent. 

When the bishop returned to France after 
some 15 years, the wealth he had acquired 


was used to build the cathedral at Bayeux. 

In France, the embroidery is known as Queen 
Matilda’s Tapestry. She was the wife of 
William and Queen of England. 

Napoleon had the tapestry moved to Paris 
in 1803, to where it was again transferred by 
the Germans when the Allies landed in 
Normandy on D-Day. 

Bayeux, the first town in Western Europe 
to be liberated from the Nazis, on June 8, 
1944, has a memorial marking how the 
conquered became the liberators. The 
tapestry was exhibited at the Louvre in Paris 
in November of that year. 

I would suggest that CM Sharpe (letters, 
July 6) refers to the book The Bayeux 
Tapestry, by Eric Maclagan CBE, a detailed 
and illustrated account first published in 
1943. 

The claim that the work was executed by 
English women was examined in a BBC 
programme 50 years later in 1993.

Plumbing the depths 

I was interested to read the letter from 
Jonathan Shaw MP, who says the fishing 
industry is to be given an additional £30 
million of taxpayers’ money to become more 
competitive and sustainable. 

I would like to know how he proposes this 
when the UN Food and Agriculture 
Organisation has already declared that most 
of the world’s oceans are facing a 
catastrophic decline and almost all the 
world’s fish stocks are in serious trouble due 
to over-fishing. 

Shoals of cod off Canada have disappeared 
and those off Britain and Iceland are 
collapsing. Haddock, whiting and saithe are 
in steep decline and stocks of herring and 
mackerel have collapsed. 

Skate, monkfish, anchovy, redfish and 
swordfish are already extinct in some seas 
and are struggling to survive in others. 

Deepwater fish have been almost entirely 
obliterated in the few short years since their 
discovery. 

Sea birds, dolphins, seals, sea otters and 


other creatures are being destroyed by heavy 
fishing gear in the ocean equivalent of strip 
mining. 

Populations of plankton, the basis of all sea 
fife and much of our oxygen, are becoming 
entirely unpredictable. 

Almost all fish, especially oily fish, that 
we are told to eat for our health, are laced 
with deadly chemicals, mercury, PCB and 
dioxins at almost 10 times the maximum 
levels, some fish are such a risk that the 
Food Standards Agency, have advised 
pregnant and breast feeding mothers and 
children under 16 to limit the amount 
they eat. 

The truth is that fishing is an 
environmental disaster that is rapidly leading 
the planet into total collapse, if politicians like 
Mr Shaw are still willing to prop up an 
industry that is destroying the planet and our 
health, then we must act now and stop eating 
fish. 

There is now a huge volume of science to 
show that becoming vegetarian or vegan and 
basing your diet around plant foods can help 
prevent heart disease, strokes, high blood 
pressure, cancer, obesity and diabetes. 

Plant oils provide an excellent source of 
omega-3 and are much more effective at 
protecting your health than fish oils.

A NEW engineering degree will 
help manage dwindling water 
supplies as demand increases in 
the Thames Gateway, according 
to a university. 

The school of engineering at the University 
of Greenwich at Medway has announced 
the first intake of the BEng Hons public 
health engineering technology degree. 

Students will start the new programme, 
available part-time and full-time, this 
September.

However, some employers - particularly 
small and medium-sized enterprises - are 
hoping the Government will pledge their 
commitment to a wage subsidy scheme, easing 
the salary burden of new recruits. 

Caroline Turner, of JTL, said: “Though the 
cost of training an apprentice is free, with full 
funding by the Learning and Skills Council, 
employers are still responsible for their 
apprentices’ salaries and other associated 
costs. 

“Easing the burden of these costs with the 
release of a wage subsidy programme will go 
some way to encouraging more employers to 
recruit apprentices, in particular in an area 
such as London where the demand for skilled 
labour is only likely to increase with the ongo¬ 
ing development on projects such as the 
Olympics and the White City Retail Park.” 

Under-represented 

She added: “In terms of the need for more 
apprenticeship places for ethnic minority 
groups, we couldn’t agree more and are rolling 
out our own recruitment programmes that 
focus on the needs of both the employers and 
under-represented groups within the building 
services engineering sector.” 

The JTL apprenticeship schemes are open to 
young people between the ages of 16-24. The 
provider said they are an ideal entry route into 
the building services engineering sector.

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The car’s rotary engine whines as though 
driven by some futuristic technology rather 
than what is essentially still an internal com¬ 
bustion engine. 

It takes some getting used to and you think 
it lacks power when you first launch it aggres¬ 
sively, before realising that you have another 
6,000 revs to get through; it hits 9,000 revs 
before red-lining - more racing car than sport¬ 
ing coupe on the road. 

It is certainly a joy to drive. The combination 
of new suspension, traction control, limited 
slip differential and rear-wheel drive and 
free-revving engine, screams at you to drive it 
hard and attack comers. There is little body 
roll and it doesn’t seem to kick-up any sort of 
fuss even in the wet. 

With a 0-60mph of 6.4 seconds and a maxi¬ 
mum of 146 mph, there is a lot of performance 
to play with too; this is Porsche Boxster terri¬ 
tory, but a price tag of £24,995 means near- 
Boxster pricing this time round too. 

Nevertheless, the car breeds driver confi¬ 
dence, endearing it to those who live to drive 
rather than drive to live, even if it falls into the 
highest of the new road tax brackets and 
stmggles to deliver the official combined fuel 
consumption figure of 24.6mpg. 

No wonder the market for such cars is 
shrinking and even then the RX-8 probably 
does not have performance enough to own 
simply as a toy; I don’t doubt its capability on 
the track, but an enthusiast might soon look 
for something more.

Mazda’s mean-looking midlife 
makeover for RX-8 superstar 


AUDI’S TT was an awe-inspiring 
sight when it hit the market in 1998. 

The curves and innovative interior contrast¬ 
ed sharply with everyday Audis, which deliv¬ 
ered on quality yet stmggled for individuality. 

Sadly though, the TT became the fashion 
accessory of choice for hairdressers and young 
businessmen and I fear the current second 
generation car will battle to overcome such 
damage to the TT image, even if it is no longer 
a W Golf in a pretty dress’. 

Which brings me to another bolt from the 
blue - the Mazda RX-8. 

Launched in 2003, there was similar bold¬ 
ness of design. Mazda’s famous Wankel rotary 
engine technology was retained, but the tired 
styling of the KX-7 series was junked - thank 
God - in favour of a futuristic mini supercar 
that justified a new model designation. 

It was confusing, quirky, very ‘out there’ and 
altogether stunning. 

As with the TT though, time is chipping away 
at those looks - it isn’t long before yesterday’s 


head-turner is tomorrow’s invisible wheels. 

So Mazda has acted now, breathing new life 
into an icon. On paper, it is a tweak; the reali¬ 
ty is a whole new personality and more atti¬ 
tude and purpose concentrated into a single 
version - the RX-8 R3, in showrooms from late 
August. 

A slightly soppy smile has given way to an 
evil grin: new front bumper, nice deep front 
splitter, two gaping nostrils and very ‘after- 
market’ looking alloys. 

After playing with the ingenious backward- 
opening rear ‘suicide doors’ and the easy access 
they allow to the two back seats, I admired the 


beautiful half-leather Recaro seats in front. 

The RX-8 comes with an array of gadgets as 
standard too, like a six-CD autochanger, nine- 
speaker Bose stereo, auto windscreen wipers, 
cruise control and climate control. 

But there is also a funny hand brake and a 
very busy steering wheel; the fussy interior 
can be annoying after a while and it looks like 
Mazda couldn’t decide which material to use 
on the wheel, so it grabbed a bit of everything 
and hoped for the best. 

Overall, it is a comfy place to be though and 
the ‘Bluetooth lad/ has a nice English accent 
rather than the American I expected.

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THIRD time lucky and Honda 
appears to have cracked the execu¬ 
tive market with its Accord model. 

Once pitched as a mainstream family car, it 
gained ideas above its station during two pre¬ 
vious generations, but never quite made it. 

In fact, the outgoing version was more retro¬ 
grade step than leap forward; it looked fresher 
than the car it replaced, but was hardly a tech¬ 
nological or dynamic improvement - at least 
until the mid-term arrival of Honda’s excellent 
2.2-litre ‘whispering diesel’ engine. 

Quality 

The all-new car cannot be dismissed in the 
same manner. It not only looks better but feels 
it in almost every way. 

Purists will say it needed a rear-wheel 
drive chassis to take on German leaders of 
the compact executive car race, but front- 
wheel drive has not exactly hindered the rise 
of the Audi A4. 

And this Accord is way up there as a driver’s 
car this time, while the ride quality and cabin 
refinement is not only far better than before - 
it was a real weakness on the previous Accord 
- but also shades the BMW 3-Series and Audi 


A4, if not the all-round experience of the latest 
Mercedes-Benz C-Class. 

Our Accord test car was a 2.0-litre petrol 
model in the well-specified yet keenly priced 
ES GT trim designed to reel in all-important 
company car ‘user choosers’; it was loaned by 


Drake & Fletcher at Ashford Orbital Park 
where sales manager Jonathan Tatlock con¬ 
firmed that ES GT was the best-seller, though 
pairing it with the 2.2-litre was what most 
Accord buyers wanted, he said. 

Nevertheless, the petrol version says enough 


to underline Honda’s progress towards becom¬ 
ing Japan’s equivalent of BMW. 

Proof of the pudding comes from market 
watchers at the CAP and Glass’s valuation 
guides predicting a 4.4 per cent rise in residual

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Honda breathing down necks of Audi and BMW 


BOLSTERED by 2003 Accord’s success in 
achieving an up-market image alongside the 
likes of Volkswagen and Lexus, Honda has 
moved up a gear with the 2008 Accord 

It is aiming squarely at buyers at the lower 
end of the Audi A4 and BMW 3-Series ranges. 
Although it looks similar to the previous 
Accord, it’s an entirely new design, with a fresh 
interior and upgraded engines. Safety technol¬ 
ogy is more widely available than before and 
the Accord now feels better to drive. 

Although the engines have been upgraded 
in the Accord, they are carrying a little more 
weight, so performance, while brisk, never 
feels startlingly fast. Both 2.0-litre (manual) 
and 2.2-litre diesel will sprint from 0-62mph 
in comfortably less than 10 seconds, while the 


manual 2.4-litre petrol engine will do the job 
in 7.8 seconds. 

The six-speed manual gearshift has a slick 
action, although it’s perhaps disappointing to 
see that automatic transmissions (on petrol 
engines only for now) is only a five-speed 
gearbox when many rivals have switched to 
more responsive and efficient six-speed 
autos. A diesel automatic is expected in 2009. 

Honda has worked hard to ensure the 
Accord can hold its own among driving 
enthusiasts who like the sharp handling 
characteristics of cars like the BMW 3-Series, 
Lexus IS and Audi A4. 


Lower, wider and with a longer wheelbase 
than the previous Accord, it feels a more agile 
performer than before with improved body 
control, but without sacrificing comfort. 

Sports suspension is fitted to all but the 
base ES model adding even greater compo¬ 
sure to its behaviour. 

While the Accord might not delight enthusi¬ 
asts in the same way as a 3-Series, it is still an 
enjoyable drive and among the best of the 
front-wheel drive alternatives. 

Standard stability control extends to a 
trailer stability function to reduce the risk 
of towing-related mishaps. 



message being that a voracious used-car mar¬ 
ket for executive models means more pur¬ 
chase price is recovered and the latest Accord 
may have broken through into this lucrative 
sector of the market. 

If looks count then much of the hard work is 
done; the £20,110 ES GT petrol test car looked 
the part with its generous spec including 
in-dash six-CD autochanger, half-leather 
upholstery, ‘aero’ bodykit and 17-inch alloys - 
a package designed to make equivalent 
German models look under-equipped. 

Whatever the spec though, overall styling is 
handsome, muscular and more harmonious 
than before and the interior much improved,

with quality materials throughout except for 
comer cutting with the centre console plastics. 

The dashboard and steering wheel are 
toned-down versions of the ‘starship’ design 
used on the smaller Civic, but no less function¬ 
al, although it is a shame the bezels on the 
speedo and rev counter look like silver plastic 
rather than alloy or chrome. 

Nice touches include a couple of 12v sockets 
in front and USB link for iPod or MP3 player. 

Comfort in the rear is good with a decent 
rake on the seats compared with some rivals. 
The seat backs also fold properly flat with a 
pull on two levers in the boot - though the lat¬ 
ter is rather awkwardly shaped.

BRITAIN’S credit crunch and 
financial doom and gloom is fail¬ 
ing to crush motorcycle sales. 

Registrations fell just one per cent in 
June and are down only 2.2 per cent 
overall this year - compared with six 
and 1.56 per cent respectively for sales 
of new cars. 

Such buoyancy appears to be driven 
by commuters and everyday riders, with 
sales of mopeds and flexible ‘adventure 
sport bikes’ rising, according to figures 
from the bike trade’s Motorcycle 
Industry Association (MCIA). 

The body’s spokesman Craig Carey- 
Clinch said: “Given that everyone is 
feeling the financial pinch, and the 
poor summer weather, these figures 
are encouraging and slightly better 
than the industry expected.” 

The top-selling bike in June was 
again the Yamaha YZF R125. The 
best-selling make was Honda, followed 
by Yamaha and Suzuki.

Bike sales holding 
firm in the gloom 
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Now’s the time to 
get ready for test 


NEW and more complex 
testing for a full motorcycle 
licence is fuelling a rush of 
people keen to pass before 
changes this October to 
meet EU directives. 

A ‘Now’s the Time’ campaign by the 
trade’s Motor Cycle Industry 
Association (MCIA) is raising aware¬ 
ness of the revisions, which include 
theory, compulsory basic tests (CBT), 
full tests and direct access tests. 

Post-October, as well as facing a 
sterner test, applicants can also 



expect a longer wait, dearer testing 
and fewer test centres - down from 
about 200 to just 60. 

Anyone with a motorcycle CBT cer¬ 
tificate or looking to get into biking 
for the first time, is urged to check out 
the MCIA site www.takeyourtest- 
now.com. 

MCIA spokesman Craig Carey- 
Clinch said: “PTW riders are probably 
already our best-trained road users, 


and the new test elements will help 
riders understand more about the 
capabilities of their machines, but 
there is concern about the additional 
expense of training and taking tests, 
and that the number of test centres 
around the country is being slashed. 

“The last time major changes to 
test procedures were brought in back 
in 1997, we saw a huge rise in test 
applications as people tried to beat 
the deadline. We expect history to 
repeat itself.”

At the heart of Europe

IT STARTED with a midnight chat, 
yet the idea has turned into the 
major success story of a 21-year link 
with Europe which has reaped an 
incredible quarter of a billion 
pounds for Kent. 

That late-night talk, in 1987, was between 
Paul Sabine, then Kent County Council’s chief 
executive, and council leader Tony Hart, when 
the Channel Tunnel was on the cards and all 
eyes were looking towards Europe. 

Mr Sabine took up the story during a high- 
powered business seminar on Wednesday at 
KCC’s Brussels office as part of a one-day cele¬ 
bration of the 21-year-old European link. 

“The deal was that they gave me £100,000 to 
start a European activity in Kent and I would 
give it back to them in three years with a 
nought on the end - but I think we did just a lit¬ 
tle bit better than that. 

“In those days it was about vision and leader¬ 
ship - and Tony Hart really did exercise leader¬ 
ship - and it was all about risk-taking. It is still 
about risk-taking, but it is measured and 
assessed. 

“But you don’t make progress without taking 
risks, and taking risks is always a problem in

the public sector. But there have been huge 
benefits.” 

Also in that early team was Alex King, now 
deputy leader and cabinet member for corpo¬ 
rate support and external affairs. He said: “We 
began to learn how much money was available 
in Europe and we decided we wanted our fair 
share.” 

KCC became the first county council with a 
Brussels presence - in fact, it had to get permis¬ 
sion from the Foreign Office. 

Cllr King said: “It was an entertaining time, 
to say the least, because the Foreign Office did¬ 
n’t quite understand what is now called 
paradiplomacy. These 21 years have proved the 
county was right - the county is still right - and 
we expect to make a bigger pitch, not just in 
Europe but across the world.” 

Alan Marsh, the council’s lead member inter¬ 


national, said the European link had given the 
county a degree of independence, and with its 
close relationship with France was poised to 
take commercial, social and educational advan¬ 
tage of the French six-month EU presidency. 

Between 2000 and 2006 Kent got £100 mil¬ 
lion from EU funds, but because of the expan¬ 
sion of the EU to 27 countries it looked as 
though funds for 2007 to 2013 would be about 
half that. But the figure actually ended up at 
£80 million. 

David Oxlade, KCC’s head of policy, said: “We 
managed to do a much better deal than we 
expected and we are already starting to think 
about what the allocation will be post-2013 - it 
takes that long to work its way through the 
system.” 

KCC chief executive Peter Gilroy told dele¬ 
gates that the county had effectively to be two 
years ahead to keep abreast of the challenges of 
the global economic environment. 

The council has just moved to new, smaller 
and cheaper offices in the heart of the commer¬ 
cial area of Brussels - in the Rue du Commerce 
- which it shares with regional business part¬ 
ners and the Association of Local Authorities in 
Lithuania. 

The team of four, led by Dafydd Pugh, can be 
contacted by any Kent firm wanting to do busi¬ 
ness in Europe. A desk, with full back-up facili¬ 
ties, costs less than £1,600 a month.

MORE than 1,600 jobs 
have been created in 
Ashford in the last year, 
according to Ashford’s 
Future, the organisation 
given the brief to carry out 
the ambitious growth 
agenda for the town. 

Ashford is now reckoned to be the 
fastest-growing town between 
London and continental Europe, 
with ambitious plans to create 
28,000 jobs and build 31,000 homes 
by 2031. 

About £2.5 billion of public and 
private sector money is expected to 
be invested in the town, which with 
the Thames Gateway is earmarked 
as a national growth area. 

Training in highly skilled sectors 
is growing. For example, Hitachi 
Rail Maintenance opened its state- 
of-the-art centre in October, last 
year, and gives the town’s school 
and college-leavers the chance to 


join an apprenticeship scheme. 

Judith Armitt, managing director 
of Ashford’s Future, said: “This is an 
exciting time for the town. We can 
predict many others will soon find 
Ashford best placed to do business.” 

Locate in Kent, the county’s 
investment promotion agency, 
helped companies to create or 
retain 1,047 jobs in Ashford 
between April, 2007, and April, 
2008. Chief executive Paul Wookey 
said: “Half our successes have been 


in the ICT sector, with other jobs 
being created in construction and 
property, financial services, engi¬ 
neering and printing. Furthermore, 
75 per cent were knowledge-based 
jobs indicating the town is attract¬ 
ing a high quality workforce.” 

As is usual with such a major 
scheme, people are questioning if 
enough land will be available for so 
many new homes. 

There are also concerns about 
infrastructure provision. 


To the north west, development 
plans have been unveiled at Kent 
Science Park, near Sittingboume, 
involving a further £25 million 
investment over the next five years 
and the creation of 500 extra jobs - 
increasing the total there by a half. 

Proposals, which could also prove 
to be controversial, include a new 
arrivals centre, for which a plan¬ 
ning application has just been 
lodged with Swale council, plus the 
development of more technology 
units after the success of the recent¬ 
ly completed first phase of new 
buildings. 

The most significant investment 
is for the extension of the park by 
four hectares, from 22 hectares, to 
enable it to accommodate the 
growth of existing tenants and new 
companies within 129,000 sq ft of 
new commercial property as the 
park bucks the market trend. 

The park is consulting with resi¬ 
dents, in particular those who live 
on Ruins Bam Road and Broadoak 
Road, hosting a public meeting and 
producing a newsletter and a web¬ 
site which contains details of the 
proposals at www.kentscien- 
cepark.co.uk under ‘future plans’.

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SFO’s price-fixing 
case thrown out 


A KENT pharmaceuticals 
firm is at the centre of a legal 
battle which has left the 
Serious Fraud Office 
red-faced. 

The SFO was dealt a serious blow 
when a judge threw out charges of 
price-fixing brought against five drug 
companies, including Ashford-based 
Kent Pharmaceuticals. 

Although the SFO is seeking leave 
to appeal, the investigation - which it 
had been building up for eight years 
at a cost of £25 million - was seen as 
a test case of its professional muscle. 

The London-based SFO, which is an 
independent government department 
that investigates and prosecutes seri¬ 
ous or complex fraud cases, began its 
investigation in 2000, and in April, 
2002, more than 30 premises were 
raided at dawn. 

In April, 2006, five companies, 
including Kent Pharmaceuticals, and 
nine executives, at that time including 
Denis William O’Neill and John 
Stephen Clark, both of Kent 
Pharmaceuticals, were charged with

conspiracy to fix prices of certain 
generic drugs and allegedly defraud 
the Department of Health. 

In January this year, the Law Lords 
heard a submission from another of 
the companies, Goldshield, that price¬ 
fixing could not be prosecuted under 
the common law offence of conspiracy 
to defraud, and they ruled in 
Goldshield’s favour in March. 

At Southwark Crown Court last 
week, Mr Justice Pitchford refused to 
allow the case to continue in the light 
of the Law Lords’ ruling. 

The SFO immediately said it was 
applying to the Court of Appeal for 
leave to appeal. After the case, Kent 
Pharmaceuticals said it had no com¬ 
ment to make. 

The three other companies in the 
case - which it involved penicillin- 
based antibiotics and the blood-thin- 
ner warfarin - were Norton 
Healthcare, Generics and Ranbaxy,. 

However, the Department of Health 
has apparently recovered £34 million 


from four of the companies - not Kent 
Pharmaceuticals - through civil pro¬ 
ceedings. 

The failure of the case - codenamed 
Operation Holbein - has added to the 
SFO’s headaches. It is already in the 
middle of the biggest shake-up in 20 
years following the appointment of 
new director Richard Alderman. 

After the case, Goldshield chairman 
Keith Hallawell said it should not 
have been brought and was an 
“appalling waste” of taxpayers’ money. 

However, some within the profes¬ 
sion feel the SFO was victim of an 
unexpected ruling and the fact that 
price-fixing was not a criminal offence 
until 2003 - the charges related to the 
period 1996 to 2000. 

On its website, Kent Pharmaceuticals 
says it was established in 1986 by 
Denis O’Neill and Michael Overy, that 
it is still a privately owned company 
and employs 250 staff, half at Ashford 
and the rest at depots in Cumbernauld, 
Durham and Barton. 

It is a founder member of the British 
Association of Generic Distributors 
and a member of the British Generics 
Manufacturers’ Association.

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When a farmhouse is an asset as well as a home 


Regular readers will recall our editions of May 18 and June 22, 
when we highlighted Julian from the City, who bought some 
arable land. He paid a record £10,000 an acre, pipping to the post 
neighbouring farmer George. Then Julian asked George - both 
clients of Tunbridge Wells solicitors Cripps Harries Hall - to run 
the farm as a contractor. Here is the latest update. 


WHEN is a farmhouse not a farm¬ 
house? This week the focus is on 
Julian’s farmhouse, by far the most 
valuable single asset on the farm, 
and whether that will qualify for 
100 per cent Inheritance Tax (IHT) 
relief when the time comes. 

To qualify, the farmhouse has to 
be the place from which the farm¬ 
ing operations are conducted; it 
must be a home for Julian from 
which the farm is managed; and it 


must be of a character appropriate 
to the farm as a whole. Julian must 
hold regular meetings with his 
farm contractor at the farm office 
in the house; and there must be a 


regular pattern of using the prop¬ 
erty as Julian’s home. 

Julian’s proposal to build a sub¬ 
stantial extension may disqualify 
the farmhouse from having a char¬ 


acter appropriate to the holding. 
The tax people are now looking 
very closely at the facts surround¬ 
ing such use to verify entitlement 
to relief. 

Even if it qualifies, only the agri¬ 
cultural value of the house will be 
relieved - any element of the mar¬ 
ket value in excess of that will fail 
to avoid IHT. 

The district valuer values the 
property as if there was a perpetu¬ 


al agricultural tie on it to establish 
its agricultural value, which in 
some cases can be very different to 
the open market value. 

It has to be said that the ‘farm¬ 
houses’ of weekend farmers are 
going to struggle to qualify for 
relief in this more rigorous climate 
of examination. 

Careful planning at the outset 
and throughout ownership is need¬ 
ed to build the best case. 


Core issue for 
Cox growers

SCIENTISTS at a Kent research 
station have thrown apple grow¬ 
ers a lifeline by solving a problem 
which threatened the future of a 
widely produced dessert variety 

Three in every 10 apple growers have suf¬ 
fered financial losses in recent years because 
of a new disorder which attacked Cox’s 
apples kept in storage prior to 
sale. 

In the worst cases complete 
stores of fruit, which could be 
worth more than £100,000, 
could not be sold. 

The disorder, known as “dif¬ 
fuse browning disorder” causes 
a progressive browning of the 
apple flesh, which is generally 
not apparent until the fruit has 
been in cold storage for at least 
two months. Now work at East 
Mailing Research has revealed 
a link between certain types of chemical 
sprays applied in the orchard and the devel¬ 
opment of the disorder. The chemicals are 


commonly used to control both orchard dis¬ 
eases and the growth of the trees. 

David Johnson, EMR’s post-harvest spe¬ 
cialist, said: “Research is continuing to 
understand the mechanism of this effect but, 
meanwhile, growers have been advised to 
use alternative chemicals to produce quality 
fruit without the threat of this disorder. 

“This research has restored confidence 
among UK growers that they can deliver Cox 
apples of the required quality, to continue 
supplying consumers with fresh fruit from 
September through to March.” 

Cox’s Orange Pippin is a cultivated variety. 

The first plant was raised from a 
pip in about 1825 at Colnbrook, 
England, by a retired brewer 
and horticulturist called 
Richard Cox. 

The variety was introduced for 
sale by the 1850s and grown 
commercially from the 1860s, 
particularly in the Vale of 
Evesham, and later in Kent. 
There have been a number of 
crosses from the variety. 

It is said to be the only apple 
in which, when shaken, makes a 
rattling sound as the pips are loosely held, 
whereas other apples have their pips con¬ 
tained as part of the apple flesh.

Last week the Bank of England left the 
base rate unchanged at five per cent 
for the fourth month running. The deci¬ 
sion was not greeted with enthusiasm 
by many sectors of the market which 
were looking for an easing to stimulate 
economic growth, although subse¬ 
quent inflation data has suggested the 
Bank’s move was entirely correct. 
Given that decision and a raft of poor 
economic data that underlines the real 
downturn in the economy, business

Q Does the slew of recent poor economic 
data mean the UK is heading into a 
full-blown recession or can we avoid it? 

A Let’s see: we have a banking crisis, rising 
commodity prices, inflation and an eco¬ 
nomic slowdown. It doesn’t look good does it? 

When we surveyed 100 companies in Feb¬ 
ruary, despite some already feeling the pinch 
from the credit crunch, most finance direc¬ 
tors remained upbeat about their company’s 
prospects. We contacted them again in April 
and the vast majority had seen an adverse 
impact on their business, with reduced prof¬ 
its and borrowing problems being cited. 

Q How long would you forecast this 
cycle to take and what is needed to 
get the economy back on track ? 

A Of the finance directors we spoke to in 
April, 60 per cent said the economy would 
recover in 2009, with the majority citing the 
second half of the year. One-third predicted 
recovery for 2010 or beyond. 

In March, Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Alistair Darling said the UK was better 
placed than other economies to survive a 
global economic crisis. According to our sur¬ 
vey, 60 per cent of finance directors dis¬ 
agreed, placing the blame on Government 
policy and specifically corporate taxation. 

Q Interest rates: up or down? Counter 
inflation or stimulate growth? What 
is a sensible strategy? 

A Clearly, homeowners and businesses 
would benefit from a reduction in interest 
rates, but the Bank of England believes tight 
credit controls will curb our spending and 
keep the lid on inflation. 

Latest CPI data makes an immediate eas¬ 
ing unlikely, although credit conditions are 
very tight, which means future inflation 
should be kept under control. I think the 
Bank should be prepared to act quickly to 
reduce interest rates if there are further 
signs of a downturn. 


Q What is your advice to businesses fac¬ 
ing up to the credit squeeze and find¬ 
ing it hard to access affordable funding 
through normal channels? 

A Companies cannot carry on as normal. 

They cannot simply batten down the 
hatches and hope for the best. It is essential 
to spot warning signs early on. 

In a downturn, you must focus on credit 
control to spot customer weaknesses and 
assess the impact key supplier failure might 
have. Early professional advice is essential to 
plan the course of the business accordingly. 
In a difficult market, the timely production of 
management information is vital to under¬ 
standing and reacting to trends and opportu¬ 
nities. Robust and accurate forecasts are also 
vital to managing banks’ expectations and 
maintaining management’s credibility. If 
they haven’t already, I would urge companies 
to take stock of the credit crunch’s effect on 
their business. You have to make decisions, 
make changes and make things happen. 

Q What can Baker Tilly do to advise 
and support businesses suffering 
from diminishing returns during this 
downturn? 

A We want to be more than auditors and 
tax advisers. We can help companies 
carry out risk management reviews, so that 
they can recognise key risks and manage 
them as part of a clearly articulated strategy. 

Companies are much more likely to main¬ 
tain stakeholder confidence in management 
ability and the health of the company. 

We can work with business owners to 
make them feel more in control, looking at 
the key drivers of profitability and identify¬ 
ing new opportunities. Acquisitions are still 
possible in this climate: the question is, are 
you hunter or prey? The better businesses 
recognise they cannot sit still. We want to 
give our clients clear ideas on improvement 
and inspire them by what is possible, even in 
this difficult market. 
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Truth is always the 
best policy on CVs 


IF THIS year’s winner of The 
Apprentice TV series is anything 
to go by it seems that lying on 
your curriculum vitae might just 
get you that dream job. 

That’s the message being sent out by Sir 
Alan Sugar, who hired Lee McQueen despite 
discovering that he lied on his CV. 

Research shows that this kind of fraud is on 
the increase, with figures suggesting that one 
in four CVs contains lies, and it is estimated 
that it costs UK businesses up to £40 million 
a year. 

A Chartered Institute of Personnel and 
Development survey found that 28 per cent of 
CVs contain ‘Very serious errors” which could 
mean anything from made-up references to 
exaggerated qualifications to not mentioning 
time spent in prison. 

Failing to carry out proper checks can often 
result in employing individuals who lack the 
necessary experience. 

More seriously, it may place the public or 
other employees at risk, and increase the 
danger of fines from regulatory bodies and 
the potential for criminal activity. 

The simplest way to prevent CV fraud is to

vet candidates thoroughly and to request per¬ 
mission to carry out basic background checks. 

This should include ensuring employees 
have permission to work in the UK and con¬ 
tacting previous employers where references 
are provided. 

Offers of employment should always be 
subject to the receipt of satisfactory refer¬ 
ences and applications should clearly set out 
the consequences of providing false informa¬ 
tion. Asking candidates to sign a declaration 
that applications and CVs are genuine is also 
becoming common practice and is seen as a 
legitimate tactic to help prevent fraud. 

In the event of fraud, employers have a 
number of legal options, including pursuing a 
claim for breach of contract or misrepresenta¬ 
tion. A lot depends on the severity and timing 
of the lie and whether the employee works in 
a safety-critical environment. 

For example, an office assistant with a 
seven-year unblemished employment record 


is unlikely to be fairly dismissed for telling a 
little white lie on their CV. But claiming a 
bogus university degree is very serious. One 
woman who did this - claiming a BSc degree 
in diagnostic radiotherapy and membership 
of a professional body - received a one-year 
prison sentence after being found out. 

Where the breach is fundamental an 
employer would be within their rights to dis¬ 
miss without notice or pay in lieu and any 
salary or associated costs of employment may 
be reclaimed. Less serious breaches are like¬ 
ly to result in an employee being taken 
through the disciplinary process and employ¬ 
ers should be careful to ensure that, as a min¬ 
imum, they follow the statutory procedure. 

Also, false claims that attract an offer of 
employment may very well lead to a claim for 
compensation, which will include the cost of 
hiring any replacement and the reimburse¬ 
ment of associated costs. The message to 
employees is to think twice before lying - 
they are unlikely to be as lucky as Lee 
McQueen.

In praise of Generation Y 


IT’S time to bin the myth that Generation 
Y - today’s teens and twentysomethings - 
are self-absorbed, disloyal and impatient. 

A report by the Chartered Management 
Institute, which has many members in 
Kent, shatters many long-held beliefs about 
Generation Y, sometimes referred to as “the 
Millennials”, those bom between 1982 and 
1997. 

It’s a succession from Generation X, a 
term made popular by Canadian writer 
Douglas Coupland in 1991, and which iden¬ 
tified the first generation hotwired to hi- 
tech. The survey found that far from the 
stereotypical view of Generation Y as self- 
indulgent, younger managers are driven by 
ethics and a sense of purpose. 

Only 14 per cent claimed they would “quit 
tomorrow” if they won the lottery and 
almost all wanted to work for an organisa¬ 
tion that “does something I believe in”. 

Debunking the myth that Generation Y 
lacks commitment, the report shows that 
74 per cent of respondents have been in 


their current job for three years or more 
and only seven per cent strongly agreed 
with the statement “there’s no point being 
excessively loyal to an organisation”. 

Two out of every five also work in the 
evenings, if necessary, 37 per cent work at 
weekends and 27 per cent also use travel 
time for working. And the idea that Gener¬ 
ation Y is less committed to career planning 
is also shattered. Asked why they joined 
their employer, many focused on the long¬ 
term career opportunities available. 

Almost two-thirds have a personal devel¬ 
opment plan and a half suggest they know 
what they need to achieve their ambitions. 

Institute spokeswoman Jo Causon said: 
“Generation Y has been dismissed as self- 
centred, yet the evidence shows that this is 
not the case. Overall there is a strong desire 
to develop at work and enjoy their job. 

‘Yet busy individuals working long hours 
can become demotivated and leave. Organ¬ 
isations need to be aware of this and act 
before it becomes reality.”

He said: “Cycling to work provides door-to- 
door transport and runs on cornflakes.”

The reduction 
in funding is 
hitting hard 


FOLLOWING on from our recent 
series of articles on the state of the 
economy as viewed by business 
experts and commentators within 
Kent, we spoke to Richard Tumill 
from Cluttons chartered surveyors. 

Reviewing the state of the commercial prop¬ 
erty market in Kent, which had initially held 
up quite well in the face of the economic down¬ 
turn, Mr Tumill said: “The current economic 
climate and the reduction in available funding 
is now starting to impact on the market, with 
growing concerns about future performance. 

“Transaction levels are reducing as busi¬ 
nesses are being more cautious in their deci¬ 
sion-making and with fewer firms expecting to 
expand or being able to afford to upgrade or 
move to new premises. 


“In consequence, demand has fallen and 
there is now a surplus of supply in some cate¬ 
gories of the commercial market, leading to 
longer marketing periods. 

“There are still deals to be done, but poten¬ 
tial buyers and tenants are now in a stronger 
position than for some years and property 
needs to be realistically priced to achieve a 
deal. 

“Owners and landlords will need to accept 
that recent achievable price levels will have to 
be modified to secure completions. 

“At present there are concerns as to the 
immediate future performance of the retail, 
industrial and office sectors in the tenanted 
and vacant possession sections. 

“In the investment market the decline in 
capital values has slowed and although higher 
yields are now available there remains a low 
level of transactional activity”.

STATISTICS on child tmst funds show that 
parents are not investing the vouchers they 
are given after the birth of a child. 

Every child is entitled to a voucher for £250 
which is intended to kick-start their long¬ 
term savings. The money is available when 
the child reaches the age of 18. 

Families on lower incomes can qualify for 
double vouchers, having £500 to invest and 
there are top-ups available from the Govern¬ 
ment when the child gets to the age of seven. 

If parents have not invested the voucher 
after one year there is a default and the 
Government will invest it for the child in a 
scheme of its choice. 

Recent figures show that of the vouchers 
issued in the first half of 2007, just 71 per 
cent have been invested. This means many 
parents are ignoring the issue. 

It has been suggested that many find the 
vouchers confusing and do not understand 
the investment options on offer, so do nothing. 

If a recent Chartered Insurance Institute 
report is to be believed, these suggestions are 
right, as the survey indicates 46 per cent 
admitted they do not understand financial 
products, and 75 per cent agreed that people 
in the UK were naive when it comes to 
finances. 

Ninety-six per cent think basic financial 
literacy should be on the curriculum in 
schools, which is an increase on the 75 per 
cent who thought so in 2004. 

The Government is considering a generic 
financial advice service called Money 
Guidance, which would be available in the 
same fashion as the Citizens Advice Bureau - 
and if the above figures are correct it cannot 
come too soon. 

To help people save so they can cope with 
periods of hardship - such as recession and 
higher prices - we need to educate, educate 
and educate.

Fans put faith in Daish rather Ilian web 


PICKING the team for website- 
owned Ebbsfleet United could be a 
thing of the past and instead be a tool 
for the club’s management to gauge 
supporters’ opinion, according to its 
creator Will Brooks. 

The website takeover was complet¬ 
ed in January, which was sold on the 
‘own the club, pick the team’ slogan 
and it delivered its promise to the 
30,000 members by launching the 
team selection function last week. 

Two games have passed and on both 
occasions the members have decided 
to allow manager Liam Daish to select 
the starting XI, with less than 10 per 
cent of members voting. 


Brooks is adamant the feature will 
be in place for the club’s first Blue 
Square Premier League game against 
Mansfield Town at Stonebridge Road 
on August 9, but admits in the future 
the function may change. 

Brooks told Kent on Sunday: “It 
will definitely be in place for the first 
league game, but as for scrapping it, 
if numbers continue to be low it is 
very difficult to say. 

“Like I say, we need to give it time 
to see how it goes. It is very hard to 
judge after two pre -season friendlies. 

“I think there will always be a place 
for the pick-the-team function for 
MyFC even if numbers continue to 


be low. It is a chance for the people to 
have their say.” 

Brooks was expecting a larger 
turnout and believes one of the rea¬ 
sons is the members have faith in 
manager Liam Daish - a view echoed 
by Fleet Trust chairman Jessica 
McQueen. 

She said: “I think the minority of the 
original members actually wanted to 
pick the team. I think most members 
wanted to be part of the club, which 
they are, and as time has passed they 
feel close to it. They feel leaving 
the decision on team selection to the 
manager is the best option. 

“I do not want to pick the team. I 


did not choose to last week and I 
won’t ever want to pick the team. 

“I feel it is down to the manager.” 

With members paying a £35 sub¬ 
scription to MyFootballClub.co.uk 
annually, Brooks is confident if the 
team selection function was to disap¬ 
pear, members would still renew 
their membership. 

He added: “From looking at the hits 
on the website, interest in the club is 
still high and people are going online 
talking to members and watching the 
TV links. It’s early days so it is very 
hard to tell, but I am reasonably con¬ 
fident members will renew even if the 
team selection function was to go.”

EPL will be good news for fans and coffers

KENT have backed the new strac- § 
ture to domestic cricket that will | 
see the creation of a Twenty20 ° 
English Premier League and the 
scrapping of the Pro40 League. 

The England and Wales Cricket Board 
announced plans to change the structure of 
the game that will now see all 18 counties 
involved in the EPL - a competition that will 
run along the lines of the multi-million pound 
Indian Premier League. 

The league, which will be under the hugely 
successful Twenty20 format, will see 18 coun¬ 
ties plus two overseas teams, split into two 
divisions. Each side plays five home matches 
and four away games, primarily on Friday 
nights and weekends, over the course of 
about five weeks during July and August. 

The EPL, which will replace the Pro40 com¬ 
petition that is due to end in 2009, will run as 
well as the domestic Twenty20, that culmi¬ 
nates in finals day in July, with the finalists 
securing a place in the Champions League. 

The 2010 season will now consist of the 
County Championship, Twenty20 League, 
EPL and the 50-over Friends Provident Trophy. 

Kent’s commercial and operations director 
Jon Fordham has backed the ECB’s plans, 
although is disappointed the Pro40 competi¬ 
tion, which starts for Kent today, is to be 
scrapped next year. 

He said: “One-day cricket started with the 
John Player League and the Gillette Cup so it 
is a shame to see that go. Our crowds for 
Pro40 are much better than the Friends Prov¬ 
ident Trophy, but that might be something to 
do with the timing of that competition. 

“Twenty20 has proved to be what the pay¬ 
ing customers want. Is 10 games overdoing 
it? We will not know if it is too much until the 


competition is played, but I am sure each 
Twenty20 game will be taken on its merit.” 

The 20-over game has been a huge hit with 
Kent fans as the club has almost capacity 
crowds for games held at its Canterbury and 
Beckenham grounds and is the best source of 
income at £60,000 a game, which is more 
than the county earn from an entire season of 
County Championship cricket. 

It is important, therefore, that both compe¬ 
titions are managed in the right way, but 
Fordham admits it will be a case of seeing 
how the first season of both competitions go. 

He said: “These are two different competi¬ 
tions. The domestic Twenty20 sees us play 10 
matches in a few days and that can be very 
difficult. The EPL will be spread over a 
longer time and I believe the best thing about 
it will be the fact it is played on a Friday night 
or a weekend. If it is spread over a few 
months and is on a Friday night, then it gets 
a little more like football when everyone 


knows a game is on a Saturday afternoon. 
The problem for us is our supporters never 
know when to expect Twenty20.” 

Another undoubted advantage of the new 
EPL will be that Kent get to face teams from 
around the country. 

At present, they play in the Southern Divi¬ 
sion which means Kent regularly face Surrey, 
Sussex and Essex throughout the season. The 
EPL will give Kent fans the opportunity to see 
other teams such as Durham and Lancashire. 

The other major difference is the make-up 
of each county. While in the domestic 
Twenty20 cup Kent feature 10 players and 
an overseas star, the EPL is likely to allow up 
to four overseas players per county. 

Although the finances for clubs are yet to 
be decided, Fordham hopes it will help the 
Kent coffers. He said: “There are still deci¬ 
sions to be made, but hopefully it will be a lit¬ 
tle shot in the arm for all 18 counties rather 
than the nine Test venues.” 


Ticket rush 
takes club 
by surprise 


KENT fans have been flocking to the St 
Lawrence Ground to get their tickets for 
both Twenty20 finals day and the Friends 
Provident Trophy at Lord’s. 

The demand for tickets has been so 
great the club has had to get more from 
both Lord’s and the Rose Bowl which will 
make Kent the best supported club in 
both finals. 

For Twenty20 finals day at the Rose Bowl 
on Saturday, Kent sold their allocation last 
week and have been inquiring as to 
whether they can have any more. 

Kent’s commercial and operations 
director, Jon Fordham said the club were 
a little taken aback at the demand to see 
Rob Key’s side in both finals. 

He said: “It has been a novel experi¬ 
ence which took us by surprise really 
because of the level of both finals. 

“Last year for Twenty20 finals day we 
had to return about 500 tickets of the 
1,600 we were given. 

“But we sold out our allocation for this 
year by Thursday morning, and are 
enquiring as to whether we can get 500 
more from the Rose Bowl as neither 
Durham or Glamorgan will be able to sell 
their allocation in time. By the looks of it 
we will have sold 1,900 tickets from our 
end which will make Kent the best sup¬ 
ported club out of the four finalists.” 

While the sales of Twenty20 tickets have 
been selling like the proverbial hot cakes, 
so too have places for the Friends Provi¬ 
dent Trophy final against the Essex Eagles 
at Lord’s on August 16. 

The club have already sold their 4,500 
allocation and Fordham has been selling 
a further 1,000 he received this week 
from Lord’s. 

Essex are yet to put their tickets on sale 
and it is expected they will be unable to 
sell their allocation and may have to 
return some. Fordham has not ruled out 
asking for some more for Kent, if the 
demand is still there. 

He said: “I think last season showed 
Kent are a decent one-day side and now 
we are in two finals, we are perhaps more 
than a decent side and probably the best 
in the country.” 


Chairman sees new ground as hub 


THIS is the image of a new communi¬ 
ty football hub that includes a home 
built to Ryman League standards for 
Canterbury City FC. 

After more than a year of planning, 
Ridlands Farm, in south Canterbury, 
has been chosen as the city council’s 
preferred site for a community facility 
that would house Canterbury City, 
five-a-side football pitches, an artificial 
3G pitch, other grass pitches and a 
clubhouse that would feature a state- 
of-the-art gym. 

It is hoped that after funding and 
planning permission is secured, work 
can begin in the autumn. 

Canterbury City chairman Phil 
Knight is delighted a site has been 
identified which will help create an 
exciting future for the club. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “The 
understanding we have is it will be 


built to Ryman League standard. The 
KCFA have recommended it to 
Ryman League standard, but built in 
a modular way. 

“For example, if the project goes bet¬ 
ter than we hope we could add to it. 
The expectation is if we needed to it 
would be easy to expand. I think the 
key thing about it is because it is 
starting from scratch, both us as a 
club and the hub, it gives us an oppor¬ 
tunity to build for the future.” 

After promotion from Kent County 
Division Two East, the city club are on 
course for their target of being a Ryman 
League club within the next four years. 

It is hoped the club would be in a 
position to move into the facility by the 
time it reaches the Kent League, which 
if they were to achieve back-to-back 
promotions, would see them in the 
Kent League Premier Division. 


Knight said: “We have always talked 
about 2010. In a perfect world our first 
game there would also be our first 
back in the Kent League. We all know 
life doesn’t work like that - we need 
two promotions and would need the 
development to come through on time 
without any hitches.” 

While City will use the new site for 
its men’s, women’s and junior section, 
the plans are for it to be used by the 
community throughout the course of a 
week which would allow schools and 
other clubs to benefit from the project. 

Knight added: “It’s important to 
stress that while we will use it as a 
base, it will have a much broader com¬ 
munity use. It will become our home, 
but it’s got a wider use, it’s not just a 
home for us. The word community is on 
there for a reason. It would be a huge 
waste if it was only used on a Saturday.”

Give us a break 


Kent all-rounder savs his team will be glad 


to take a breather ahead of two major finals 


T HE first thing we will 
do as a squad this 
coming week - lead¬ 
ing up to next Satur¬ 
day’s huge Twenty20 Cup 
finals day at the Rose Bowl 
- is have a rest. 

It is amazing to think that, since 
late May, we have only had three 
days completely off in the space of 53 
days, not that we are complaining 
that much given the success we have 
had in that time. 

But the fact that we now have a 
free week could not be better timed, 
and we are planning to have two or 
three days off when we get back 
home tonight from Birmingham, 
having played our opening NatWest 
Pro40 league match, against War¬ 
wickshire, today 

Having been away for the past five 
nights, first in Somerset and then 
up in the Midlands, it is important 
all the players have a bit of time to 
themselves before we meet up again 
on Thursday to start preparing for 
what is potentially the most lucra¬ 
tive prize English domestic cricket 
has ever offered. 

W inning our semi-final tie 
against Essex next Saturday 
morning will not just give us 
the chance to retain our Twenty20 
Cup trophy from last summer in the 
evening’s final - it will, of course, 
qualify us as one of the two English 
teams who should be entered into 
the new £2.5 million Champions 
League tournament this autumn. 

Exact details of that event have 
still to be confirmed, including 
whether it will be played in India or 
Dubai or wherever, but what is cer¬ 
tain is that eight teams - hopefully 
the two Twenty20 Cup finalists from 
England, the two IPL finalists 
Rajasthan Royals and the Chennai 
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Super Kings, plus two more leading 
teams from both Australia and 
South Africa - will be fighting it out 
for the sort of prize money cricket 
has never had before the explosion 
of interest in the Twenty20 game. 

The pressure will be on all of us to 
perform on Saturday - even more 
so as this year we will probably be 
favourites on finals day, whereas last 
August we went into the day at 
Trent Bridge as the least-fancied of 
the four counties who qualified. 

So there is a lot for us to deal 
with, both on the day and in our 
preparation, but I am confident in 
the skills and abilities of the Kent 
team who will walk onto the pitch 
at the Rose Bowl. 

What is quite remarkable - as we 
contemplate the fact we have both 
the Twenty20 Cup finals day and 
the Friends Provident Trophy final 
at Lord’s to look forward to during 
the next month - is that we have 
not really played to our best poten¬ 
tial as a team yet in either the 20- 
over or 50-over game. 

I suppose our Friends Provident 
semi-final win up at Durham was 
our best all-round limited-overs 
performance of the season so far, 
but there is a real feeling within the 
side that if we do get to play at our 
absolute best during one of these 
finals then someone is going to get a 
massive hiding from us. 

People ask me whether I think we 
are a better Twenty20 side than we 
were last summer when we won the 
trophy, and my answer is two words: 
Azhar Mahmood. 


What Azhar has already brought 
to the team this season is immense. 
He is such a good player, in all forms 
of the game, but in Twenty20 crick¬ 
et in particular he can consistently 
whack it out the ground in those 
last few overs better than anyone 
I’ve ever seen. He is also a wonder¬ 
ful bowler ‘at the death’, which gives 
us another great asset to add in to 
the mix. 

But the other extra factor we have 
this year, as opposed to 2007, is 
Justin Kemp. He might not yet have 
really fired for us in Twenty20, 
although at Beckenham he virtually 
won the shortened game for us 
against Middlesex in just a couple of 
overs of hitting. 

Plus, to have achieved what we 
have with him merely smouldering 
in the background is another source 
of enormous confidence for us. 

Winning the Twenty20 last year 
will also be valuable experience this 
time and one of the things we have 
learned in this format is not to panic. 

You can easily believe things are 
going away from you, with every¬ 
thing happening so quickly, but 
there is always just that little bit 
more time than you think and we 
have already shown on several occa¬ 
sions this season that it is possible 
to drag yourself back into a game, 
with either bat or ball. 

O n a personal level, being 
named in England’s provision¬ 
al squad of 30 for the Champi¬ 
ons Trophy recently was great for 
me, and for Rob Key too, but this 
next week - and the weeks to follow

Douglas books place in GB record books

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SPRINTER Montell Douglas is 
confident she can return from 
the Beijing Olympics with a 
medal after becoming Britain’s 
fastest-ever woman and running 
one of the quickest times in the 
world this year. 

The Bromley-bom sprinter shocked the 
athletics world on Thursday by smashing 
the Great Britain 100-metre record which 
has stood for 27 years. 

Competing at a meeting at Loughborough, 
Douglas clocked a time of 11.05 seconds, with 
a following wind of two metres per second, 
to take the record away from Kathy Cook. 

It was one of the quickest times this year, 
but is behind American Toni Edwards’ 
10.78, which was also wind assisted, set 
earlier in 2008. 

Douglas told Kent on Sunday: “It was an 
amazing feeling to break the record. It 
came as a real shock as I did not expect to 
run as fast as that at all, especially running 
one of the top times in the world this year. 

“It does not really change my outlook on 
athletics by being the fastest-ever British 
woman. I have always wanted to be the 
best. I have strived for perfection through¬ 
out my career and want to run times under 
11 seconds. I have always had faith in 
myself and my coach and my hard work in 
training has paid off.” 

It has been an extraordinary week for 
Douglas, who was named in the 4x100m 
Great Britain squad for the Beijing Olympics 
on Monday after finishing second in the 
100m trials at Birmingham last Saturday. 

However, by breaking the record she is 
almost certainly guaranteed a place in the 
individual 100m squad for Beijing. 

She said: “Getting into the individual 
100m squad is certainly what I have been 
aiming for, as well as the relay team. 

“Now I have run one of the best times in 
the world this year they have got to pick me 
for the squad. I am still shocked at what I 
have achieved, but I think I will have to get my 
head down now and get working hard again 
as we only have four weeks until the Games.” 

The 22-year-old, who began her career as 
a high jumper before an injury forced her to 
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switch to sprinting, is full of confidence 
ahead of Beijing and has a gold medal fin¬ 
ish in her sights. 

“I can’t really explain my feelings on 
going to the Olympics,” she said. “It is a 
dream come true. It is every athlete’s aim. I 
never imagined I would get to the Games 
and to compete in an individual event for 
my first-ever Games is beyond my dreams. 

“I am going for gold, but after the time I 
have set I am going to have to raise my game. 
I am definitely going to make the most of my 
experience and get as much out of it as I can. 
The sky’s the limit as far as I am concerned. I 
had been hoping to make the semi-finals, but 
with this confidence boost I believe I can get 
to the final and I believe I deserve a medal.” 

Douglas suffered a pulled hamstring 
eight weeks ago - an injury she puts down 
to the amount of effort she has been putting 
in with coach Ayo Falola in training. 

“This year, because of the Olympics, I have 
been putting in so much work in training,” 
she said. “Not like I have not been taking 
training seriously, but I have been giving 
that bit extra which meant I have been pick¬ 
ing up lots of little niggles. In my first race 
eight weeks ago I pulled my hamstring, so I 
can’t really believe where I am now.” 

Before leaving for a training camp in 
Macau with the Great Britain Olympic 
team on August 2, Douglas will compete 
against the world’s best at the London 
Grand Prix next weekend. 

Ashford’s Lisa Dobriskey has also been 
named in the Great Britain athletics squad 
after winning the final of the 1,500m at the 
National Championships and Great Britain 
Trials at Birmingham last Saturday. 

Dobriskey timed her 1,500m final to perfec¬ 
tion, pacing herself until the last 400m where 
she used her extra pace to claim victory in a 
time of four minutes and 15 seconds. 

The Beijing Games will be the 
Commonwealth champion’s first Olympics 
and she is eagerly awaiting her chance to 
impress at Beijing. 

Dobriskey will also be competing in the 
London Grand Prix next weekend before 
leaving for the Macau training camp.
